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“LOCAL CAUSES” TO BLAME 


THE ADMINISTRATION VIEW 
OF THK ELECTIONS. 
EFFORTS TO EXPLAIN THE UNEXPECTED 
‘ REPUBLICAN DEFEATS BY EVERY- 
THING BUT THE REAL REASONS. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—For an “off year’ in 
politics there has rarely, if ever, been so much 
interest shown here in an election of any sort 
a3 that which has been exhibited in the result 
o! yesterday’s contests. This interest has cen- 
tred on Onio, Virginia, and Iowa. New-York, 
Massachusetts, and New-Jersey have each had 
its fair share of attention, but the results in 
these States were generally expected, and the 
question has been one more of majorities than 
of the successfu) party. 

Last night tne Republicans would concede 
nothing, and were troubled. To-day they con- 
cede everything, and are dazed. Some of the 
more prominent Republicans declined to talk 
about the elections at all. Others take their 
cue from persons high in Administration cir- 
cles and gravely attribute the defeat to “local 
causes” and to the apathy from which they 
say the successful party in a Presidential year 
always suffers in the next succeeding State 
elections. President Harrison is not submitting 
to interviews on the subject, but to those to 
whom he does talk he declines to accept the 
idea that the National Administration was on 
trial yesterday and that it receiveda vote 
of want of confidence. Opposition on gen- 
eral principles to a third term he regards 
as a sufficient reason to put forth for 
Foraker’s defeat in Ohio, and if he is shed- 
ding any tears over the blotting out of a 
rival for the Presidential nomination in 1892 
their traces are not to be seen on his counte- 
nance. The loss of the State of Ohio is another 
thing, and the expressions of regret at the 
White House appear to be genuine. 

Whatever private consolation Mahone may 
receive for the crushing defeat Virginia has 
dealt out te him, itis evident that he need not 
expect any public aemonstration of sorrow. 
from the President. Gentlemen who have cailed 
on Gen. Harrison to-day have been told that 

the President was not responsible for the can- 
Gidacy of Mahone, and py the President's 
friends it is declared that such assistance as 
Mahone has had has been no more than 
any Republican nominee has received. 
Had the result been different, the 
littie ex-Senator would probably have been 
called upon to divide the honor of his election 
wiih the Chief Executive, but Mahone dereated 
must take all the responsibility. Outside of 
the White House there isa general] disposition 
on the part of decent Republicans to regard the 
political burial of Mahone as deserving of very 
mild grief. They would have been glad if by 
his help the solid South had been broken, but 
they would have been better pleased ifit could 
have been broken by a better wan. 

In Lowa also the President finds local causes 
for the surprising success of the Democrats. 
Personal opposition to certain candidates on 
the part of the farmers and the introduction of 
the temperance issue into the campaign are 
seme of the local causes which he thinks ac 
count forthe resuit. By pretty nearly every 
one else in Washington the deteat or the Repub- 
lean ticket in Iowa is regarded as by far the 
most significant and iwportant incident of 
yesterday’s elections, in their bearing upon na- 
tional politics. It is realized that in the Iowa 
contest the tariff was almost wholly the issue, 
and thinking Republicans confess to-night that 
the farmers of that State, at least, have 
learned something about the tariff since one 
year ago. The effect of Iowa’s vote upon the 
tariff legisiation to be proposed by the Repub- 
licaus at the seerenering session of Congress, 
is already being discussed, and predictions are 
already heard that the next Allison-Aldrich 
Tariff bill will be far less radical than the last. 

Amid the general gloom which prevails at the 
White House in spite of the announcement 
that the Administration was not on trial yes- 

terday, and therefore has not been rebuked by 





the people, Private Secretary Halford presents 
@ cheerful smile to all comers. Like his 
chief, he sees ‘local causes” at the 
bottom of yesterday’s deteats. He has 


also discovered that ‘“‘once in four years 
* the people must fiad a vent for their personal 
prejudices against certain candidates,” and 
thie 1s One of these Ovcasions. “* During a Presi- 
dential eiection,” says Mr. Halford, *‘ there are 
sins of omission and commission, and when 
party principies are not at stake the voters 


consult only their own feelings, They 
go out into the back lot, as _ it 
were, and kick themselves for what 


they bave done in the past. The elections are 
not evidence of additional Democratic strength. 
On the contrary, the Democratic vote has been 
cut down considerably in many important 
places, notably in New-York.” Tho President’s 
privaie secretary adds, for the comfort of Re- 
yublican callers, that “the principles, of the 
Republican Party were not at stake yesterday.” 

ix-Peusion Commissioner Tanner takes so 
little interest in politics just now that he failed 
to go over to Brooklyn to vote. He was en- 
gaged on some important personal matters 
when it was time to register, und as he could 
not get away tu register, of course it was not 
worth whiie to visit Brooklyn on election day. 
Corporal Tanner, however, has taken enough 
interest in the elections to read all the returns 
he could get hold of. He has his own notions of 
some of tlhe reasons why the Democrats are 
shead. “I have just telepnoned to Dudley,’’ 
gsaii the Corporal this afternoon, “that whom 


ths Lord loveth He chasteneth, and that 
1 thought the Republican Party was 
very near the inner chamber. I'm 
surprised at Foraker’s defeat, and I’m 


migaty sorry for it. He 1s a good friend of 
mine, and I did not want him to be ‘licked.’ [I 
am not at all surprised at Mahone’s defeat, and 
i did not see bow the Republicans could win in 
New-York. Its a good thing the shower has 
come now, instead of two years hence, for now 
we have time enough to getin out of the wet 
and get ourselves in line fur 1892.” 

Corporal Tanner followed the example of nu- 
merous other Republicans in talking about the 
“ ,ethargy” which always afflicts a party a year 
after 1t has won a Presidential victory, but 
this he regarded as only one of the causes of 
tne loss of Ohio. Political jealousies had some- 
thing to do with Foraker’s downfall, he thought, 
but not everything. There was a big soldier vote 
in Onio, and he intimated that some voters may 
have felt that Presideat Harrison could be 
taumped over Foraker’s shoulders. ‘Just ata 
critical time in the campaign,” said the Corporal, 
**came the most asinine piece of politics that I 
have ever seen, aud that was the order of 
Assistant Secretary Bussey regarding my order 
that there should be no more two and three 
dollar a montn pensions issued while 1 was Com- 
missioner. The soldiers didn’t like that Bussey 
order, and my mail showed it at once. I tell 
you it was ap angry wail that came tome, and 
itis stillcoming in in streams. I was afraid 
the ola soldiers would resent this thing, 
and I’ve written a great many letters 
to try to put a stop to this 
resentment. Ylll tell you another Ln pl the 
ex-Commussioner continued, ‘‘though I don’t 
suppose THE TIMES will agree with me on that, 
but [tell you there were a great many votes 
cast yesterday that were protests against this 
civil service reform idea.

The counties bordering on the Missis- 
sippi River having large cities, such as Dubuque, 
Davenport, and Burlington, all of them with a 
European or foreign-born population holding a ma- 
jority of votes, are intensely anti-prohibition, and 
they have voted overwhelmingly against the Re- 
publican Party because it stood in that State for 
the law and its enforcement. There was aiso some 
Republican dissatisfaction and alienation on ac- 
count of the present .overnor’s extreme views on 
the railroad question and his irritating enforcement 
of the railroad laws.

CHAIRMAN BRICE IS DELIGHTED. 
No one has watched the elections in the various 
States in which there have been political con- 
tentions this year witii keener interest than 
Calvin 8S. Brice, Chairman of the National 
Democratic Committee. He was anxious to see 
the effects of the method of work adopted by the 
National Committee in the last campaign. His 
faith in it furnished a confidence that, had there 
been more time, the result in 1888 would have 
been very different. The tidings that came from 
Ohio, lowa, Virginia, and Massachusetts, as 
well as from New-York State, did not wholly 
astonish him, but they delighted him im- 
mensely. ‘he news from Ohio, his own State, 
which he represents on the National Comwittee, 
Was especially welcomed by him. When called 
on last evening by a ‘LIMES reporter, he had a 
telegram in his hand that told him that his own 
county, Allen, had gone for Campbell by a sur- 
sary majority, and in that one county there 

ad been a clear Democratic gain over 1887 of 
600 votes. 

“The results of these elections,” he said, 
“show the effects of what was sneeringly al- 
luded to by some last year as the educational 





campaign. The course taken of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee last yéar has made 
the Democratic victories possible. It has had 


its effects in Mi gpa and Massachusetts as well 
asin Ohio and Iowa. In Virginia the great 
Democratic majority has taken that State out 
of the doubtful list, and the Republicans cannot 
now hope todo anything with either Virginia 
or West Virginia for tive: or ten years at any 
rate. In Ohio the result prevents the State 
from being certainly Repuvlican in a Presi- 
dential campaign, and places it in the list as 
one of the doubtful States. The farmers have 
been dissatisfied with the tariff for some time, 
and now this is beginning to tell. 

“As a member of the National Committee 
from Ohio I am delighted with the way the 
election has gone there. Campbell is a man of 
remarkable ability. Ali his political fignts 
have been close ones, and he has always come 
out @ winner. He is a splendid tighter in a 
campaign. There was a great deal of feeling 
against Gov. Foraker for the way he had pro- 
cured legislation that gave him political 


control of the _ cities by giving him 
the power of appointing commissions, 
Then there was other legislation that 
had a bad effect. There are, ot course, 


a very large number of German voters in the 
Bpaies and the legislation referred to was par- 
cularly distasteful to them and they went 
over tothe Democravy. The great bolt trom 
Foraker was 1n @ great Measure due to disgast 
at thie kind of legislation, and I think that with 
oper work @gieat proportion of it can be 
a where it is now. [It was a great fight and a 
eat victory, and both this success and that in 
owa show whatthe drift of thought in the 
Weat is. 

“Jn Massachusetts the splendid showing 
made by the Democracy is another thing that 1s 
decidedly encouraging, and what Isay about 
Ohio applies as well to the other States in which 
the Democratic gains have been so decided. In 
Virginia there vas legislation threatened that 
would change the election laws so that tne 
Federal Government would have practical con- 
trol of it, and this excited great indignation and 
added to the great Democratic majorities.”

RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 6.—Fuller returns from 
yesterday’s election in Virginia only confirm 
the first accounts of the sweeping victory won 


by the Democrats. Eighty-three counties and , 
nine cities heard from indicate that the Demo- | 


cratic majority is 41,000. The indications are 
that these figures will go to 45,000 or 50,000, 

The Democrats have 69 of the 100 members of 
the House and 26o0f the 40 members of the 
Senate. 

PETERSBURG, Va, Nov. 6.—The most exciting 
feature of this memorable campaign was the 
arrest here last night of Gen. Mahone, charged 
with the shooting of Mr. Herbert Harrison, a 
prominent Democrat. Mr. Harrison, with a 
number of other Democrats, bent upon cele- 
brating the splendid victory won by their party 
in yesterday’s election, obtained @ lot of big 
firecrackers and marched up Market-street, 
firing them as they went along. When 
the party got opposite Mahone’s house, 

one account is. that some person or 
persons fired three shots into the crowd, one of 
which struck Mr. Harrison in the leg, inflicting 
@ painful'flesh wound. Mr. C. N. Romaine, one 
of the party of Democrats, stated that he saw 
Mahone in his front yard with a gun in his 
hand. Mr. Romaine awore out a Warrant be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Louis Peyser, charg- 
ing the defeated aspirant for Governor with 
shooting Harrison. 

Mahone was arrested upon this warrant. He 

was found in the library at his house on Mar- 
ket-street with Mr. Richard OC. Campbell, a rep- 
resentative of the Wheeling Intelligencer. Ma- 
hone seemed wuch surprised when informed 
that a warrant for his arrest had been issued. 
He stated that he, Mr. Campvell, and another 
gentleman were sitting in conversation when 
they heard the firing of firecrackers near the 
house. It came nearer and nearer, and at last 
Mr. Campbeil remarked that it sounded to him 
as if some pistol shots had been tired. 
Gen. Mahone was at first disinclined to 
think so, but finally believing that a party 
of men had come into his yard, he started for 
the front porch, Mr. Campbell following, and 
each, as they passed out of the room, taking a 
gun. On coming into the yard, Gen. Mahone 
thought some of the men in the street were in- 
tending to trespass upon his property. One of 
them, Mahone said, declared he would come fn. 
Mahone warned him not todo so. Mahone was 


most emphatic in his denial of the assertion 
that he nad fired a gun, and his statement 
throughout was contirmed by Mr. Campbell. 

It was shortly after 11 o’vlock when word 
was brought to Mahone that the Chiet of Police 
wished to see nim. He went immediately to 
his office, and there was confronted by Capt. 
Eanes aud Lieut. Crichton. The warrant hav- 
ing been read to him, he declared his readi- 
ness to accompany the Chief of Police to the 
station house. Mr. Berry was arrested at the 
same time. Gen. Mahone was accompanied by @ 
number of his friends, and besides this a 
crowd of nearly ® hundred people went along. 
Arriving at the station house, none but those 
having immediate connection with the case, 
some of Gen. Mahone’s friends, and several 
newspaper correspondents were admitted, and 
they awaited the coming of Mayor Collier, who 
had been sent for. Commonwealth Attorney 
Mullen also made his appearance and subse- 
quently assisted the Mayor in examination of 
witnesses, 


The Mayor arrived about midnight. He read 

the warratt to Gen. Mahone, who denied the 
truth of the charge against him. The Mayor 
then proceeded with the examination of wit- 
nesses. Mr. Harrison having been sent home, 
and being unable by reason of his wound to 
uppear, the first witness heard was Mr. Charles 
N. Romaine. The witness testified in substance 
that he was on his way to Democratic head- 
quarters when he met some enthusiastic party 
triends who wanted to celebrate the victory. 
They laid in a supply of fireworks, commenced 
firing them when near & H. Marks & Co.’s 
store, and kept it up until they got on Market- 
street, nearly opposite Gen. Mabone’s residence. 
While walking along there they beard three 
shots fired from the direction of Gen. Ma- 
hone’s yard. Whether they came trom a rifle, 
gun, or pistol he didn’t know. He advanced 
to the middle of the street, and some one 
asked: ** Who are yout” or “Who is that?’ 
Mr. Romaine answered: “It is C. N. Romaine,” 
and, throwing open his coat, added: * Snoot, 
you —— —. I haven't got auything.” He recog- 
nized Gen. Mabone’s voice and, coming nearer, 
saw Gen. Mahone with a rifle or gun in his 
hand. Just then ex-Sergt. Berry came up and 
flourished a pistol about, and witness dared 
him to sheot. He said to the officer: *‘ Shoot, 
you —— ——.” Berry thereupdon struck him in 
the face, but whether merely with the fist or 
with the pistol he was unable to say. 
Mr. E. (. Burton corroborated Mr. Romaine as 
to the firing off of the fireworks. He saw a 
double-barreled gun by Mahone’s side, but did 
not know that he had it in his hand, He saw 
Mr. Berry fiourish a pistol He could not say 
how many shots were fired. When-the shots 
were tired all of his party were on the side of 
the street where Mr. Allen’s house is, There 
was none on the west side of the street. They 
made no halt on the opposite side of the street, 
but went right along. He did not hear any 
shots fired. The gun was right at the side of 
the gate. Mr. Berry stood near Gen. Mahone. 
Hie saw Romaine cpen his coat and heard 
vim say: “Shoot, you—— ——; I haven't got 
‘uything.” He heard some response, but 
wvuldn’t tell whatit was. He did not see Berry 
strike Romaine. 


Mr. Jobn V. Friend corroborated Mr. Romaine 
as to the origin of the procession and as to the 
tiring of crackers. When the got near Mr. 
Allen’s house, he said, he heard two gun or 
istol shots, and almost immediately heard Mr. 
arrison say, ‘‘I am shot.” Mr. Friend also 
contirmed the statement made by Mr. Romaine 
th .t be was struck by Berry. 

At this point Mayor Collier read a note from 
Dr. Leigh stating that he was tov ill to be pres- 
ept, that Mr. Harrison was shot through the 
thigh, and he did not think the wound would 
prove serious. Mr. Friend, continuing, sald 
that he saw a gun or rifle in Gen. Manone’s 
hands. Berry was bot tien in the yard. He 
stood at the gate and then jumped inside, ex- 
claiming: ‘‘I’ll die for Gen. -Mahone!” at the 
same time pulling a pistol from his pocket. 
When he first saw Gen. Mahone the latter and 
Mr. Butler Mabone were at the fence. 

Mr. Cesar Lavelle atated that when the party 
got opposite Gen. Mahone’s house he heard 
three shots. A gentleman near him fell 


down and calied out, “I’m shot!” He 
saw Romaine advance, and heard him 
ery out, *“Shoot,” &. The shots came 


straight from Gen. Mahone’s yard. He saw 
Gen. Mahone with a double-barreled breech- 
loader, which was open at the breech. This 
witness stated that Berry struck Romaine on 
the back with a pistol. 

Mr. Myer Saal testified that when nearly op- 
posite Mahone’s house, the party stragsling 
along, his attention was attracted by two or 
three shots from the or of Gen. Ma- 
hone’s house. Romaine walked to the middle 
of the street and shouted: “—— —— you, shoot 
me.” He saw Gen. Mahone with a double- 
barreled gun, and Mr. Hugh Jackson was s8ay- 
ing: ‘*Why, Gen. Mahone, I am surprised to see 
you with a gun!” Gen. Mabone replied: ‘Yes, 
I have a gun; it’s my gun.” He saw the gunin 
Mahone’s left hand. When Romaine exciaimed 
* shoot,’ &¢., Gen. Manone said: “If you como 
inside the gate I’ll kill you,” and put his hand 
behind him. Witness said to Mr. Batier Ma- 
hone, who was pear, ap he regretted the oc- 
currence, as they had 6n intended a little 
frolic, -and Butler told him it was all right, only 
to take Charlie Romaine down town, 

Mr. E. T. Berry was the next witness. Ho 
said he had just been at supper and was return- 
ing to Gen. Mahbone’s house when he saw the 
crowd almost atthe gate. He rushed in, and 
saw the General and Mr. Butler Mahone. He 
tried to argue with Mr. Romaine, when the lat- 
ter struck him twice, and he then struck back. 
Then some one cried, “ Look out, Berry, he’s got 
# pistol,” and he then drew his own. 

Mabone, in his own behalf, stated that he was 
sitting in his library in conversation with two 
gentlemen when they heard the going off of 
tireworks. He paid no attention until the 
crowd got nearly opposite his house, and it 
seemed as if some of the fireworks were being 
tired in hisyard. Among the fireworks there 
were some “ baby wakers.” Oneot the gentle- 
men with him thought thata pistol had been 
tired, when he rushed tothe front door, takio 
axgzun ashewent. When he got to the fron 
porch he saw several persons whom he did 
pot know. He knew them now. One of 
them was Romaine. Mr. Jackson remarked that 
they were oniy colebrating their vietory and 
Gen. Mahone replied that he certainly had no 
objection to that, only he didnot want them to 
trespass on his property. Mr. Romaine, who, 
he thought, was under the influence of liquor, 
rusbed to the middle of the street ana shouted, 
“‘Snoot, —— —— you!” Mr. Harrison said, 
“ You have a gun,” and witness replied, ‘‘ Yes,

He turned to Gen. Mahone and said: ‘‘Some- 
body is bringing you goou news, General.” Gen. 
Mahone replied, “I guess not.’’ Witness heard, 
sume pistol shots and thought that there was 
' some conflict in the street. When the shots 

were fired he heard someboay say, ** Shoot your 

pistol,’ and the noise Game nearer. Gen. Ma- 
hone and the witness went out, both taking 
firearms,e The weapon he had didn’t work. He 
was exawining it in the hallway when Gen. 
Mabone passed by him, end some one asked, 
‘General, have you a cartridge in that gun?’ 
Gen. Mabone replied, ‘No, but I can put one 
in easily enough.” 
Mr. Campbell swore positively that no gun or 
pistol was tired after he and Gen, Mahone went 
vut into the yard. He heard nothing that 
sounded like a firearm fired from the house. He 
was positive no shot was fired by Mahone. 
Vhis concluded the testimony. Mayor Collier, 
turning to the defeated aspirant for Guberna- 
torial honors, said: ‘Gen. Mabone, the testi- 
mony given is such that 1t appears probable to 
me that you tired a gun as Charge in this war- 
rant. Ishall therefore send you on to the next 
term of the Hustings Court, which meets in De- 
cember. As your case, however, is bailable, I 
shall eae SOP you to give bail in the sum of 
$2,500. Mr. Berry, I shail fine you $10 and the 
cost of this warrant, and shall require you to 
give a bond of $250 to keep the peace for six

Mr. Berr,—1l hope, your Honor, you will then 
also put Mr. Romaine under bonds ?

To-night, referring to the shooting of Mr. Har- 
rison lust night, Mahone was asked if the case 
against him would be prosecuted by the Com- 
monweaith attorney.

**When will the case come up before the court?” 
was inquired. ‘I don’t know that, either, but I 
believe they say in January.” 

A desperate attempt was made in Halifax 
County last night to assassinate the Hon. R. R. 
Noblin, R. M. Terry, Julian Chappell, Henry 
Howard, E. N. Haddy, and W. D. Wilkinson. 
These gentiemen were fired at .from ambush at 
about 8 o’clock, and Messrs. Noblin and ;Chap- 
pell were wounded. The former was struck in 
the right eye and the latter in the head. All of 
these gentlemen are prominent Democrats, and 
were active during the campaign in their efforts 
to defeat Mahone. This seems to have aroused 
the indignation of some of the negroes, and a 
bold plan was agreed upon and executed to at- 
tempt their assassination. ‘The scene of the 
outrage was three wiles {rom Suuth Boston, ata 
remote and desolate place on the One Gate 
Road. As the party of Democratic 
workers neared that spot they were 
fred upon from ambush with the result 
mentioned. There were several persons in the 
ambush, as not less than half a dozen shots 
were fired almost simultaneously. The white 
men returned the fire, with what result is not 
known. A negro was arrested in Halifax to- 
day. He made a full contession of the crime, 
naming tbose who were associated with him in 
the tiring’ upon the Democrats. Other arrests 
willno doubt be made at once, and it will not 
be surprising if the whole party implicatea is 
lynehed. The white people of Halitax County 
are highly indignant at the bold and aesperate 
attempt made by these Mahonueite negroes to 
murder. six promipent citizens. Mr. Noblin, 
who was slot in the eye, has been brought to 
this city for treatment. it is feared he will 
lose the sight of that organ, if more serious re- 
sults do not follow. Mr. Chappell’s wounds are 
painful, but not so serious. His condition is 
reported to be favorable to-day. 


PETERSBURG, Va., Nov. 6.—Mahone, the de- 
feated and disappointed aspirant for Governor 
of this State, was interviewed here to-day. 
He was found at his house in Market-street. 


In order to reach Mahone’s library, the corre- 
spondent had to pass through the office in the 
basement of the house. Inasmall, stuffy, low- 
pitched room, where all the campaign work was 
conducted, were tw» of three sieeping hench- 
men who had evidently exhausted themselves 
in reading the returos of yesterday’s election. 
Seated before a blazing leg tire in the library, 
Mahone became very talkative. He said he 
did not believe that there was any chance of 
the Republican Party carrying this State for 
seme time to come. Certainly not, said he, as 
long as the Democrats have the machinery and 
conduct the elections with their present 
methods, 

**Was not this the fairest election ever held 
in Virginia?’ was asked. 

‘On, yes,” said the rejected little “boss” with 
adeep tinge of irony; “the fairest.” Then, in 
anewer to another question: ‘No. lve not 
had any communication with Harrison or Quay 
since the election.” 

“How about the published accounts of Quay’s 
furnishing you with money for the campaign?’ 
“He never gave anything forthis ate. If 
he did it was branched off somewhere e:se.” 
“To Ohio,” the correspondent suggested. 
“Possibly,” he laughed. “I was never an 
aspirant for the Republican nomination tor the 
Vice Presidency,” said the defeated Brigadier.

THE OHIO DEMUVOOCRATS HAVE 
SURPRISED HIM. 
CAMPBELL ELECTED GOVERNOR AND A 
DEMOCRATIC MAJORITY OF TEN IN 
THE LEGISLATURE. 


CoLumBwUs, Ohio, Nov. 6.—The result of yes- 
terday’s election in Ohio has been one of the 
greatest surprises in the political world for 
years. The Republicans are completely dazed 
by the result, and the Democrats are 
completely demoralized by the vic- 
tory that the Republicans have given 
them. During the past three weeks the tide 
has been favorable to the Republicans, so far 
as surface indications were concerned, and the 
sporting fraternity placed propositions upon 
the boards of $500 to $400, and smaller 
propositions at greater odds on Foraker. 
These propositions stood on the boards 
until after midnight yesterday. While the 
Democratic Committee claimed the election of 
their candidate, Mr. Campbell, the Dewocratic 
backers were suspicious and would take noth- 
ing, believing that the Republicans were hold- 
ing back their returns from the Western Keserve 


counties with a view of catching them on the 
* short.end” as they had on previous vecasions, 
Tue Democrats have won a «reat victory in 
Onio, or rather the Republicans, by their very 
limited work, have turned the State over to 
the Democrats. In the cities the Repub- 
licans have lost everything. They have 
scratched the Republican candidates from 
top to bottom, and the result is 
that the Democrats have not only carried Ohio 
for their Gubernatorial candidate, but have 
also elected a Legislature, which gives them a 
majority on joint ballot of 10. The Repub- 
licans who were eager to administer a repri- 
mand to Gov. Foraker have overshot their 
mark. They hoped to deteat Foraker alone, 
butin this endeavor have been successiul in 
turning the legislative branch of the State 
Government over to the Democrats, and, in 
Eotes of fact, by their own efforts vindicated 

enry B. Payne. The Republican managers 
ana Gov. Foraker know exactly where to look 
for the causes of the defeat. 

The opposition to a third term in the Guber- 
Dat Trial chair was widespread, but it was not 
extensive enough to account for the over 
whelming defeat. It was generally understood 
that the Democrats would make their main 
tight in the cities, and they have done so suc- 
cessfully. 

There were other influences entering into the 
defeat of Gov. Foraker, and they came from 
the Republican Party. There are pan Ohio Re- 
publicans in Congress who will hardly be elect- 
ed again. 1t is well understood that while Con- 
gressmen Butterworth, Thompson, Ken- 
neiy, and Grosvenor on the stump pre- 
tended to support the Republican ticket, 
it is charged that they conspired secret- 
ly to defeat Gov. Foraker. Butterworth, in a 
speech ut Marietta, just before the election, 
did not mention Gov. Foraker’s name, and off 
the stump he muttered it only to hold 
it up toridicule. Kennedy never spoke a good 
word for the Governor, and his brother-in-law 
and his warmest personal friends were openly 
fighting Foraker. Grosvenor and Tnompson 
and their friends adopteda more hypocritical 
but not less vicious course, 

It is generally concedea by politicians that, 
while Gov. Foraker’s political career 1s inter- 
rupted, he Cau never be counted out of politics 
in this State. No other living man has such 
@ following in Ohio as he has, and 
his friends stick to him, and no one 
can hope foranything from Ohio Republicans 
unless he has the Governor's friendship. Those 
Republicans who have done the “‘ yellow dog” 
act have now about as much chance of political 
pretferment as ths camei hasof going throvgh 
the needle’s eye, It is hinted that John Sher- 
man, seeing the signs of the times, has already 
decided to unite his fortunes with those 
of the young Governor, and having no hope of 
ever attaining the Presidency himself, has de- 
cided that he would have a big say in coming 
Administrations, and made up his mind to go to 
the next Republican National Convention as 
Foraker’s chumpion. This proposed combina- 
tion.is certainly net destreyed by the present 
catastrophe. 

THE ‘TIMES’S correspondent to-night called 
upon Gov. Foraker, who was feeling very weil. 
He said: ‘‘ The fight on me was a personal mat- 
ter. Iwas not in favor of becoming a candi- 
date for a third term, but circumstances 
over which I had no control made it 
necessary tor me to accept the 
nomination. It was brought about 
by influences that I knew not of, and could not 
in any way have controlled. 1n accepting the 
nomination I did not consult my own personal 
inclinations Or interests. It appears from the 
returns that I am defeated, and that the 
balance of the State ticket 1s undoubtedly elect- 
ed. Of course, under the circumstances, the 
combination against me of the liquor dealers, 
saloon keepers, and other violators of the laws, 
added to the opposition of the Republicans who 
took sides against me on personal grounds, and 
on account of the third-term bugaboo, a different 
result could not have been expected. In ad- 
dition to what I have mentioned, we haa 
aright toexpect Republican gains and sup- 
port in districts where there are heavy Re- 
publican losses. While I feel my defeat, I as- 
sure you that I am not cast down, but of course 
regret the defeat of my party. I feel confident 
that the Republicans who have seen fit to 
piace the Democratic Party intpower, and, indl- 
cate the election of Henry B, Payne to the 
United States Senate, will, before the expira- 
‘tion of the Democratic Administration, have 
ample time and occasion to appreciate their 
mistake.’’ 

Judge Thurman was seen by the TiMEs’s man. 
He was in a communicative mood and in 
mighty good humor. 

“Is the resuita surprise?” He said: “ Yes 
and no. During the past two weeks I have 
been impressed with the belief that Campbell 
would carry the State, butI did not expect 
that the Democrats woula make a clean sweep 
of the State and carry the Legislature,” 

** What, in your opinion, caused it ?” 

“Primarily the National Administration and 
President Harrison have not been acceptable 
to the Republicans so far as the distribution of 
patronuge is concerned, and the Ohio Repub- 
licans have not received what they consider 
their ruil share. Furthermore, after a Presiden- 
tion election the successful party is necessarily 
handicapped by the National Administration. 
In Presidential years both parties contribute 
largely to campaign expenses, and the sucness- 
ful party will not go down into its pockets the 
next year on purely State issues,” 

* Do you think tariff reform had much to do 
with the result?” 

“ Yes, it was a factor, ana contributed largely 
to the success of the Demooratic Party. I have 
noticed the rapid growth of an interest in the 
tariff question, aud many Republicans and 
Democrats have come to the bellet that a high 
tariff is not essential to the business prosperity 
of the country.”

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 6.—The Republicans 
in the oity of Cleveland are in retirement this 
evening. ‘They are cogitating in the privacy of 
their homes on the vanities and vexations of all 
earthly things—political things especially. 
They wére terribly taken back to know that 
Campbell had been elected, but the generous 
proportions of his plurality as it grew to-day 
hour by hour fairly staggered them. They 
have carried their own county of Cuyahoga, 
sure enough, and every man on their ticket, 
State, county, district, and olty, except a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, has been elected, but they 
are inconsolable nevertheless. Complete re- 
turns from Cleveland and the county give 
Foraker 20,403 votes and Campbell 18,168. 
Foraker ran from 800 to 1,500 votes behind 
his ticket. In fact, he was “cut” by Repub- 
licans in nearly every one of the one hundred 

recincts in this county. The eight Repub- 
ican candidates for the General Assembly were 
elected by ample pluralities, and the result in 
this county, all things considered, met the ex- 
pectations of Gov. Foraker’s friends. In North- 
ern Ohio the Democrats lost and gained votes 
in spots. In Summit County, of which the 
flourishing and populous city of Akron is the 
capital, the Republican loss was something 
like 1,100. Akron is a manufacturing city, 
and the tariff was made more or less of 
an issue in the campaign there, 

Late this evening the impression prevails 
here, and it is based on a careful review of all 
the returns Dow at hand, that the Democrats 
have'a majority of 2 in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and possibly a majority of 2 in the 
Senate.

SENATOR-ELECT JOHN F. AHEARN’S 
VERY LUCKY ESCAPE. 


Ex-Commissioner Fitzpatrick made himself 
conspicuous during the campaign by trying to 
coerce the liquor dealers of the Sixth Senatorial 
District. In this he failed, but on Tuesday, in his 
anxiety to get votes for his favorite ‘“‘ Tommy” 
Grady he adopted tactics unbecoming even a 
Tammany office holder. Fitzpatrick and John 
F. Ahearn met at the polling place of the 
Twenty-second Election District of the Fourth 
Assembly District, on Montgomery-street. 

Ahearn was Grady’s opponent for Senatorial 
honors. His presence there was anything but 
pleasing to Fitzpatrick, who intimated that if 
he did’nt move along he would make 
matters hot for him The latter re- 
fused to move along, and the Ex- 
cise Commissioner, true to his word, 
started to give Ahearn a personal chastisement. 
Friends interfered, aud fitzpatrick was pre- 
vented from carrying his threat into exccution, 
A policeman who was present told Ahearn that 
he would arrest Fitzpatrick if he would consent 
to make acomplaint. Ahearn refused, and the 
Commissiener was saved the.trouble or making 
@ journey to a police court. Ahearn remained 
in the district ull day, and it gave him 207 and 
Grady 52 votes. 

Ahearn was seen after the row, but he was 
not inclined to say much on the subject. He 
admitted, however, that Fitzpatrick threatened 
to “ punch his head.” 

“Tcanu’t understand,” said the Senator-elect, 
“what caused the Excise Commissioner to 


show bitterness against me. We have 
been neighbors for years, in fact, all 
my iife. I carried on my campaign 


in @ manly and straightforward manner, 
and never resorted to petty tactics. Fitzpairick, 
however, did just the reverse. In his anxiety 
to get votes ter Grady he used the influence 
that he possesses among liquor dealers to hurt 
me. He even went so far as to intimate that he 
would make things hot for any many who 
rendered me assistance. One of my stanch 
supporters had his license revoked a few days 
before election. But I managed to surmount 
all the obstacies placed in my path, and won 
what looked like a one-sided fignt.” 

Fitzpatrick is a pullaozer of the worst char- 
acter. He has been a machine politician all his 
life, and is a terror in his neighbornood. In years 
gone by he has had many political rows, His 
son Bernard, a big raw-boned youth, has acted 
a8 his father’s body guard in scrimmages, and 
Fitzpatrick often referred to him as a ‘‘corker 
on the scrap.” Several years ago Fitzpatrick 
did not like the stand that Thomas Camp- 
bell, a liquor dealer at Grand and 
Ridge streets, had taken in a_ cer- 
tain campaign. In company with Bernard 
he started to clean out the place. Several mir- 
rors were broken and a number of shots were 
fired, but fortunately the liquor dealer escaped 
uphart. The latter is a brother of ex-Congress- 
man Timothy J. Oampbell. The Excise Com- 
missioner has figured in a number of escapades 
ot a similar character with his trustworthy son, 
and always escaped punishment. 

The son, however, was not so fortunate. While 
his father was an Alderman he continued to 
make things lively on hisown hook. He was 
under the influence of liquor one evening and 
gotinto an altercation with Ofticer Norton of 
the Eldridge-street police station on Delancey- 
street, near Forsyth. Fitzpatrick shot the 
officer, who died within haif an hour. He 
was arrested and indicted for murder in the 
first degree. Tammany Hal influence was 
brought to bear, and the accused escaped with 
a four years’ sentence. At the time of his ar- 
rest Bernard Fitzpatrick was a police officer.

THE LANDSLIDE IN [0W 


A LONG LINE OF REPUB- 
LIOAN SUCCESSES BROKEN. 
THE DEMOCRATS COULD HAVE CAPT- 
URED THE LEGISLATURE IF THEY 
HAD TRIED. 


Des Mores, Iowa, Nov. 6.—Tie Democrats 
of Iowa have been jubilant all day, but to-night 
they are fighting mad. They are kicking them- 
selves and kicking each other—not because of 
what they have done, but for what they did not 
do. They have carried the entire State ticket 
by 7,000 majority. The vote for Horace 
Botes for Governor may exceed that fig- 
ure, but there is littie indication that it will 
fall below. Some of the candidates will run 
slightly behind Boies, but each man on the 
ticket is safely and surely elected. On Dec. 4, 
1854, Stephen Hempstead held the hand of 
James W. Grimes at the inauguration of the 
latter in the ola Capitol Building at Iowa City. 
Hempstead was the last of a line of Democratic 
Governors,extending froan the time Iowa was or- 
%“anized asa Territory in 1838 to 1854. From the 
latter date the series of Republican successors 
has been unbroken, with the solitary exception 
of last year, when Peter A. Dey, Democrat, was 
elected Railroad Commissioner by about 1,000, 
the balance of the Republican State ticket being 
chosen by 1,600 plurality. Party lines were 
not strictly drawn in that contest, but they 
were in this, so that the result yesterday is 
really the first Democratic ofticer the State has 
seen since 1854, a period of thirty-five years. 

Having now a taste of victory, after this long 
fast, what the Democrats are dissatisfied at i« 
that they did not capture the Legislature. 
When the Democrats, several years ago, aftel 
the Repubiican Party had espoused the caus¢ 


of prohibition, had begun to show signs of ro- 
bust health, threatening the capture of thé 
Governorship and the Legislature, the Repub 
licans perpetrated a scheme of gerrymander 
that would put to shame the most depraved 
Btate Senate. The Democrats regarded the 
legislative contest as simply hopeiess, and 
no special effort was made to capture, 
or even to make gains, in the Zils 
lature. The returns show that a great mavy 
close districts could have been captured 
with little effort, three of them being in thia 
county, where the Republicans pull through 
with from 40 to 100 majority. The Democrati¢ 
Committee did not even have a lst of the 








legislative nominees, and uno attention 
whatever was paid to this campaign.

Delaware and Hudson Company’s Road, to 
Catskill and the Hudson River. The new line 
would be about fifty miles long, aud, starting 
from Cooperstown Junction, would follow up 
the valleys of the Charlotte and Schoharie 


Creeks, in Delaware and Greene Counties, 
crossing the Catskill summit at a point 
near East Windham, 1,953 feet above the level 
of the sea, and thence down the valley of the 
Catskill Creek to the Hudson River. It is said 
that the engineers have foun a practicable 
route as indicated, with a maximum grade, for 
a short distance only, of 110 feet to the mile. 
Report has it that the project is backed by 
the Delaware and Hudson Raiiroad and Canal 
Company, and is conceived for the parpese of 
giving the company a shorter route than it now 
affords from its Pennsylvania territories to the 
Kaaterskill Summer resort region and the Hud- 
son River. Tne new piece of road would in fact 
shorten the line between the points indicated 
over sixty miles a8 compared with the present 
route via Albany.

INSTRUCTION AT HARVARD. 


ADVANTAGE OF RECENT REGULATIONS 
PASSED BY THE FACULTY. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 6.—The instructors seem 
to be taking advantage of the regulations passed 
by the Faculty last year in which they were ad- 
vised to give frequent examinations in order to 
know how efliciently siudents were doing their 
work, Examinations an hour long are given almost 
every day in some course or other, and these ex- 
aminations are frequently given without any previ- 
ous warning.

That the Allison Tarift bill, which was 
pressed through the Senate at the last ses- 
sion with such arbitrary and excessive use 
of party discipline, was simply the payment 
by the Republican managers of their debt 
to the protected capitalists who paid the 
expenses of the costly campaign of 1888 no 
‘one seriously doubis. That some of the 
managers must have seen that it was a very 
dangerous piece of business is presumable, 
‘but we think none of them could then have 
foreseen how soon the danger it threatened 
would be upon them. It was then hoped 
thatthe bill could be enacted at an extra 
session, and so the alliance be firmly estab- 
lished. That was found to be impossible, and 
now the bill can never become a law. No 
sane Republican in the House would dare 
to try it next Winter in the face of the 
public sentiment disclosed by this Fall’s 
elections. Nor can the Republican majority 
touch the tariff in the direction of reform, 
The party is therefore for the next two 
years absolutely powerless to act in any 
direction on this important issue. Its lead- 
ers must wait and watch. In the meantime 
public opinion will watch, but it will not 
wait. The campaign of education now 
actively waging on this subject will be 
pushed at every point with untiring energy 
and with intelligentware. In the elections 
of next year, when the House of Represent- 

atives will be renewed, the result will be 
made plain. 

The result of the election in Iowa is an- 
other blow for prohibition. Among the 
causes that contributed to the Democratic 
victory was undoubtedly a revolt against 
the prohibition policy that has been. in 
force in that State forse many years. In 
fact, lowa was a pioneer in “ constitutional 
prohibition,” having adopted a prohibitory 
amendment in 1882 by a majority of 
30,000. Experience shows that in the 
cities and large towns prohibition fails of 
its object, and the result is a'state of things 
for which there is no remedy so long as it is 
impossible to pass laws of restriction and 
regulation for liquor selling. It does not 
follow because the Democrats have carried 
the State that a majority of the people 
gave turned against the prohibition policy, 

“pecause there were other questions that 








there are considerable Democratic and 
anti-prohibition gains among those elected 
to the’ Legislature which indicates that 
this question had its effect, The leading Re- 
publican newspapers before the election con- 
tended that the defeat of their party would 
mean a set-back for prohibition. As usual 
with parties in power, the Republicans in 
Iowa have so apportioned the Stateasto give 
them great advantage, and they -will hold 
the Legislature in spite of the popular vote 
against them, but the vote is likely to have 
effect even upon Republican views of what 
is expedient as to liquor ‘szislation. The 
present laws cannot be got rid of without 
again amending the Constitution, but re- 
submission of the question of prohibition is 
not unlikely to become an issue, and there 
are symptoms of the same thing even in 
Kansas. 


The greatest difficulty which the anti-ring 
forces in Hudson County, N. J., encountered 
was the practical control of the election 
machinery by the unscrupulous ring offi- 
cials. They had to fight against great odds, 
and were defeated partly by fraud in the 
manipulation of votes. The ring officials 
used all their power to coerce voters, to put 
obstacles in the way of the reformers, and 
to prevent a fair scrutiny at the polls 
when votes were cast and  count- 
ed. There is good evidence that 
in some precincts in Jersey City the 
count was grossly falsified. What redress 
or punishment can be obtained for these 
consummated wrongs is doubtful, but it ia 
certain that the New-Jersey election laws 
as appliedin the cities of Hudson County 
are greatly in need of amendment, and 
that nowhere is a law that shall protect the 
independence of the voter and the secrecy 
of the ballot more needed. The demand 
for ballot reform has grown so strong in 
New-Jersey that it can scarcely be un- 
heeded by the next Legislature, and if it is 
secured it will prepare the way for regener- 
ation in Hudson County. 








It was said in private, in October, 1888, 
by a prominent Republican politician, whe 
is also a very clear-headed man, that if the 
canvass could be extended sixty days Mr. 
CLEVELAND would carry at least three 
Northwestern States. This gentleman’s 
opinion is so clearly confirmed by the elec- 
tions of Ttresday that he must have a pecul- 
iar satisfaction in the fact that the Presi- 
dent and party, who have since given him 
@ very lucrative Federal office, did not have 
to face the people for two months longer. 











The desire of Secretary Proctor to have 
an Assistant Secretary in his department is 
one which was also expressed by several of 
his predecessors. Mr. ENDICOTT was par- 
ticularly urgent for such a coadjutor on the 
ground that the work of the War Office had 
greatly increased during the last dozen 
years. Dispensing with such an assistant 
after the close of the civil war was of 
course somewhat ¢é¢xperimental, and was 
presumably based on the supposition that 
the return of peace would give the Secre- 
tary only about as much to do as before the 
war. This, however, has turned out to be 
not in accordance with the fact; indeed, it 
is quite obvious that, apart from the general 
growth of the country between 1860 and 
1890, myriads of claims arising out of the 
war have increased the routine work of the 
War Department. Mr. Enpicotr asked for 
the appointment not only of an Assistant 
Secretary, but of an Assistant Attorney 
General, for the War Department, the latter 
to assist him in passing upon the purely 
legal questions which, he said, constantly 
oceur in the department. The Judge Advo- 
cate General, of course, is ready with ad- 
vice and aid in matters of military law; 
but there are many points to decide.which 
do not belong to military law. Congress, 
however, has not looked favorably hitherto 
on the appointment of an Assistant Secre- 
tary either for the War or the Navy Depart- 
ment. 


THE ELECTIONS. 


The elections of Tuesday show heavy 
Republican losses in all parts of the coun+ 
try, and they are heaviest where the issues 
were most largely of a national character, 
where the National Administration was 
most closely identified with the State or- 
ganizations, and where the party as a whole 
was most definitely put upon trial. In this 
State and in New-Jersey the contest was 
more nearly the ordinary political struggle 
of State elections, and though in both the 
Republicans suffered a check as compared 
with any fairly corresponding year—say, 
1887 or 1885—this would have had no 
special significance had the same state of 
things prevailed throughout the country. 
But it did not. In Iowa the canvass 
was made very definitely on the na- 
tional issue of the tariff and on the 
characteristic issue of high * license 
against prohibition. The defeat of the Re- 
publicans was crushing. lowa had been 
counted as being as safe as Vermont, and 
its enormous Republican majorities in the 
past, as well as the tenacity with which 
the party had held power there against 
a perceptible amount of discontent, 
‘had fully warranted the. confidence of the 
managers. But this year the hold of the 
Republicans is loosened. A Democratic 
Governor is elected who, afew years ago, 
was as strong a Republican as any in the 
State, and he is elected by the open and 
active efforts of other Republicans. 

Now, Iowa is, in many ways, a typical 
State. Its people are strongly influenced 
by the moral aspect of Republican profes- 
sions. They are intensely loyal. The 
memories and emotions of the war survive 
among them in great vigor. They are gen- 
erally temperate. Many of them are relig- 
ieus, and take easily to the notion of moral- 
ity enforced by law, as in the matter of 
prohibitien. The Republican politicians, 
to use one of their own phrases, “ worked” 
these tendencies “for all they were worth.” 
They have for years made appeals to the 
patriotism and moral fervor of the people 
of Iowa, and used the power thus obtained 
inthe manner that best suited their own 
ends. They have played the same game 
throughout the Northwest, in Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin, Michigan, and Kan- 
sas. Independent observers have seen for

He has acted as if the reluctant 
and contingent support given to his party 
last year was sure and willing.’ He has an- 
swered the sincere and earnest protests of 
Northwestern Republicans against the ex- 
treme burdens of the tariff by the cynical 
proposition in the Senate Tariff bill that 
bears his name greatly to increase those 
burdens. The strain has at last proved too 
great. The Republican hold on the strong- 
est and most secure vote it commanded in 
the Northwest is broken. 


It occurred to the cunning managers of 
the present Republican machine that if 
they lost in the Northwest they could make 
up their losses in the South. It was a mad 
scheme, and no one who really knows the 
South would have entertained it for a mo- 
ment. It was, moreover, madly carried out. 
Virginia was the field selected for the first 
move, and MAHONE was to lead it. The 
South will not easily or soon take Republic- 
anism baited with protection under apy 
circumstances, but when it was offered to 
them by the hands of a notorious political 
blackleg, an unscrupulous adventurer and 
trickster, whose character was well known 
to them and whose public course amid their 
own people had outraged and insulted 
them, they, to use another politician’s - 
phrase, “turned him down” under a ma- 
jority of 30,000, and with him they buried 


‘the misbegotten scheme of the Southern 


Republican Party to offset the losses in the 
Northwest. On the same day, in Ohio, 
where the Republicans relied with amaz- 
ing fatuity upon an inereased popularity 
due to the wool interest, and after 
a fair open discussion of the tanif 
on both sides, the Democrats have defeated 
FoRAKER by a decisive majority and prob- 
ably have secured the Legislature to elect a 
successor to Mr. PAYNE. In Massachusetts, 
where a cautious attempt at apparent 
eoncession to the progressive element had 
been made in the platform, defeat has been 
barely averted. This adverse verdict in 
every portion of the country cannot be mis- 
interpreted. It cannot besaid to be based 
on the tariff issue alone, but plainly that 
had much to do with it, and the blindest 
must see that it will not do to try to carry 
out the bargain made in the Senate bill. 
And in addition to what the country 
has clearly said on the tariff, we should say 
that Mr. HARRISON and his advisers could 
make out whatit hasto say on the civil 
service. They must at least understand, as 
they survey the figures of the elections of 
Tuesday, that the spoils system has not 
helped them, Can they see that it will not 
help them, but hurt them, in the future ? 
On that depends very much whether the 
movement shown in those figures shall 
prove the record of a revolt or the begin- 
ning of a revolution.

THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY’S EX- 

PLOIT. 

The leaders of the County Democracy 
can hardly find much satisfaction in what 
they have accomplished for their organiza- 
tion through the recent election in this 
city. They ought to learn from their dis- 
comwnfiture the value of singleness of pur- 
pose in efforts to attain any great object. 
The purpose of the movement in which 
they joined was, for good and sufficient 
reasons apart from the fate of their polit- 
ical organization, to defeat Tammany in 
the city and county election, but upon the 
success of that movement the fate of their 
organization absolutely depended. It be- 
hooved them as men of principle and as 
men of political sense to give their hearty 
and undivided support to that movement 
with the single object of achieving its 
legitimate purpose. When they began to 
plot and bargain for the attainment of 
subsidiary ends of their own or for the 
promotion of the designs of Tom PLATT, 
they were playing false with those whom 
they had joined for other objects and with 
the independent citizens whose support 
was invited for an admirable ticket. They 
were bringing ruin on a cause which in- 
volved much for good government in the 
city and still more for the interests of the 
County Democracy, if it was to maintain 
any further pretensions as a political or- 
ganization, with an excuse for continued 
existence. Further than that, they were 
destroying that bond of confidence through 
which alone they could hope to get sup- 
port or assistance in any future contest. 
They could not expect Republicans or inde- 
pendent citizens ever again to work with 
them unless they showed the most absolute 
good faith. 

Long before the election, in connection 
with nominations for the Legislature, which 
had nothing to do with the cause for which 
the Citizens’ ticket was put up, they gave 
evidence of a lack of good faith and pro- 
duced 2 profound distrust among those who 
would naturally have been the most sincere 
and earnest supporters of a Citizens’ move- 
ment of which they had no ground for 
suspicion. They gave further evidence of 
bad faith im the way they dealt with the 
Citizens’ ticket itself. How can Republicans 
like Mr. CorNELIUS N. Buiss, Mr. S. V. R. 
CRUGER, and Mr. EL1nv Root be expected 
to regard the support given to the ticket 
when the only candidate who evidently re- 
ceived the hearty support of their Dem- 
ocratic allies was FITZGERALD, who ap- 
pears to have been energetically supported 
mainly because he is ay Irishmairs? We 
have nothing to say against his character 
or his competency or the desirability of his 
election, but why should he have been. fa- 
vored in the Democratic support. given to 
the ticket over a Democrat like Mr. CANDA 
or Republicans like Mr. ALLISON and Mr. 
BELLAMY? Mr. CANDA was an ideal can- 
didate for such an office as President of the 
Board of Aldermen, and Republicans and

on account of his well-known ability, high 
character, and large business experience, 


and yet he received nearly 6,000 fewer 


votes than FITZGERALD. : Mr. ALLISON asa 
candidate for a judicial position was vastly 


superior to FITZGERALD, but on the same 


ticket he received some 7,000 fewer 
votes. To what was the deficiency due if 
not toa failure of County Democrats to 
give him the same hearty support that they 
gave to the Democratic Irishman? Mr. 
BELLAMY was putupas a candidate for 
Register because his capacity, character, 
and business experience specially qualified 
him for that position, but his vote was 
8,500 less than FirzGERALD’s. How will 
this record look if the County Democ- 
racy should again desire to take part in an 
alliance against Tammany with Repub- 
licans and independent citizens? 


The way to defeat Tammany was to pre- 
sent a ticket which all opponents of Tam- 
many could consistently support and then 
give it an undivided and hearty support, 
and not try to dicker with it or to elect one 
candidate at the expense of another. What 
the County Democracy has achieved is a 
triumph of the enemy it professed to desire 
to overthrow and the practical effacement 
of itself as a political power. What stand- 
ing can it maintain hereafter in the Demo- 
cratic party of the State? If it finds ground 
upon which to maintain its organization, 
what recognition can it claim and expect to 
get? JOHN KELLY used to contend that 
the proper measure of the County Democra- 
cy representation in a State conven- 
tion was to be reached by _ de- 
ducting the vote for the head of 
the Tammany ticket from the vote in 
the city for the head of the Democratic 
State ticket. This he assumed must be the 
voting strength of the County Democrats, 
and there is no better way of getting at it 
wken the organization has no candidates 
exclusively its own. According to this rule 
the County Democracy vote on Tuesday 
amounted to a little over 26,000, or just 
about one-fifth of the Democratic vote of 
the city. It will then be entitled to one- 
fifth of the delegation in a State conven- 
tion, or barely fifteen delegates out of sev- 
enty-two. Perhaps Tammany may claim, 
with some show of reason, that this is a 
fraction so smal} that it should be “ neg- 
lected,” especially in view of the fact that 
the County Democracy tried to make use of 
some part of its vote to increase the Repub- 
lican representation in the Legislature. On 
the whole the exploit of the County Democ- 
racy in the late municipal canvass is not 
calculated to excite admiration or to fill its 
leaders with enduring joy,

EXIT FORAKER. 


It is likely that the defeat of Gov. Fora- 
KER willinsure his permanent retirement 
from the public view, and in that case it is 
in itself a nearly unmixed good. Not that 
Gov. FoRAKER is the worst man in the 
world, nor even the worst Governor in the 
Union. At present this latter pre-eminence 
may fairly be claimed by the Empire State, 
the Governor of which has done more to de- 
grade politics and to bring his office into con- 
tempt than any other person of equal abil- 
ities has been able todo. Like Gov. HIk1, 
Gov. FoRAKER is a demagogue, but he is a 
demagogue of a different type. Our own 
Chief Magistrate has made up his mind 
that by appealing to the basest motives 
and espousing the most unreasonable and 
disreputable causes he appeals to the larg- 
est number of voters, and he has made such 
an appeal systematically, persistently, and 
in cold blood. The success ho has gained 
by pursuing this policy has been discredit- 
able not merely to himself, but also to the 
people of the State, though it is only fair 
to point out that it has been singularly as- 
sisted by luck—that is, by events which 
he did nothing to bring about and upon 
which he could not have reckoned before- 
hand. His first appearance in State politics 
as a candidate tor Lieutenant Governor 
was due to the contemptuous indifference 
of the delegates to the second place 
on the ticket after their warm contest 
for the first. The nomination was open 
to any cheap and importunate local 
politician, and he was presumably the 
cheapest and the most importunate. If his 
chief had not been promoted to the Presi- 
dency he never would have been heard of 
after the expiration of his term. His first 
term as an elected Governor was secured to 
him by the disaffection of the Blaine 
people with the nomination of DAVENPORT. 
The second was secured by the coincidence 
of the State and National elections and the 
opportunity thus offered for a liquor 
‘“deal” which, aided by the courageous 
course of WARNER MILLER, arrayed the 
“Republican saloon keepers’ on his 
side and the Democratic saloon keepers 
on the side of Harrison. Nevertheless, 
the fact that Mr. Hritxt has been twice 
elected is a discouraging proof of the height 
to which: deliberate and cold-blooded 
demagogy may carry the demagogue. 





Mr. FoRAKER, on the other hand, is a 
demagogue of the warm-blooded and vivipa- 
rous species. Like Mr. HIxLt, he will say 
anything, but he will also believe any- 
thing, at least while he is saying it. In 
times of excitement such @ man may do 
more mischief than if he were entirely and 
consciously insincere. Mr. FORAKER is 
much better educated than Corporal Tan- 
NER, and in private life doubtiess shows 
more sense, but in public he has the same 
fatal facility of deluding himself in the 
effort to delude other people. The hulla- 
baloo he made about the ‘rebel flag” 
order and his subsequent raising of ‘‘ the 
snub issue” were much too ridiculous to be 
made by anybody who retained the full 
possession of his faculties, provided 
he had any to retain. In this last 
campaign his effusive and sympathetic 
nature: has clearly injured his chances. The 
blood mounted to his head, and he com- 
mitted various excesses about the pre- 
tended contract that has played so large 
a part in the canvass. To this he was 
powerfully instigated by Mr. Murat Hat- 
STEAD, whose blood habitually mounts to 
his head in seasons of strong political emo- 
tion, to the entire exclusion of the gray 
matter. There is a slang phrase which sets 
forth with great force the characteristic 
mental defect of the Foraker type of dema- 
gogue. Adopting it, it is fair to say that 





the Governor of Ohio is 
est” statesman now in _ public life, 
and it is largely through his freshness 
that the control of Ohio has now re- 
passed to the Democrats. It may be 
alleged that Mr. FoRAKER is capable of 
deliberation, and his canvass for himself at 
the Chicago Convention, where he ap- 
peared as the advocate and next friend of 
Senator SHERMAN, may be adduced as proof 
of a cold-bloodedness equal to the Sen- 
ator’sown.

THE PARK IN DANGER. 


The chief joy which the election returns 
bring to our esteemed contemporary, the 
Evening Post, is the assurance that the Leg- 
islature will rally around Central Park and 
save it from the spoiler. Says the Post in 
its edition of last evening: 

“ Nineteen out of the twenty-four Assembly- 
men and six out of the seven Senators who con- 
stitute the New-York delegation to the Albany 
Legislature elected yesterday are piedged, or, 
to speak more constitutionally, have declared 
themselves, against the repeal of the law pro- 
hibiting the use of the Park for fairs or otner 
exhibitions. If this does not make the repeal 
impossible, it at least makes it sure that the re- 
sistance to it will be strong, and it is a very 
trustworthy indication that the bulk of the vot- 
ers are opposed to the plan of the Site Commit- 
tee.” 

Not at all, Search the returns more dili- 
gently and you will discover that they 
“indicate” just the other thing. In re- 
spect to this burning question of taking 
the Park for the Fair the Post divided 
the Senate and Assembly candidates into 
two classes—the Against and the Not- 
Against. The voter, therefore, had two 
ways of giving effect to his overmastering 
resolve that Central Park should never, 
never be invaded. He could vote to elect 
the Against or to defeat the Not-Against. 
Conversely, the cohorts of the spoilers 
and speculators could promote their fiend- 
ish aims by voting against the Against 
or for the Not-Against. How did it come 
out? Why, of the Against twenty-four 
were elected and twenty-seven defeated. 
Plainly, the spoilers came out ahead of the 
defenders. Butof the Not-Againstonly six 
were elected, while sixteen were defeat- 
ed. Here the experienced interpreter 
of returns will recognize the work of the 
Post. Inthe category of the Not-Against, 
the spoilers were worsted. Now, if we con- 
solidate the showings, we discover that the 
defenders of the Park were _ successful 
either in electing Againsts or in defeating 
Not-Againsts in forty cases, while the 
spoilers were successful in only thirty-three 
cases—an apparent advantage for the de- 
fenders. But this appearance is fictitious. 
It won’t bear a moment’s examination. It 
is perfectly reasonable to assume—and we 
hereby challengethe Evening Post tosa) tat 
it is not—that those districts in which the 
majority for the successful or against the 
unsuccessful candidates exceeded 1,000 may 
be excluded from the computation, sinée it 
is clear that these candidates owed their 
success or their defeat to influences— 
such as treating, personal popularity, over- 
whelming party strength, or the tarifi—much 
more potent than feeling about the Park. 
When this is done on both sides we find 
that, so far as these “indications” indicate 
anything in respect to the Park issue, the 
voters in twenty-one cases declared that the 
Park shall be turned over to the spoilers, 
while in only eleven cases did they declare 
their hostility to its desecration. 

This looks bad. It ‘“ indicates” that in 
case the Legislature resists the popular will 
thus plainly expressed by a vote of 21 to 
11, there will be an armed and successful 
invasion of the Park, and the spoiler will 
shout for gladness and the speculator will 
be enriched. 

If any ciphering politician fs so impolite 
as to assert that our lucid and incontestable 
figures prove nothing and are,in fact, a 
riot of unreason, we will try to forgive 
him. But we shall insist that he be candid 
and pronounce the Post’s figures and the 
Post’s conclusions equally absurd. We are 
content to compromise with the Pest in an 
agreement that so faras the Park 1s con- 
cerned the election returns from the dis- 
tricts shall be considered void of meaning 
as an indication of what the “‘ bulk of the 
voters” think, and that henceforth it shall 
not be asserted on the one side or again 
disproved on the other that the Park issue 
was @ factor in the election any more than 
the place in the service of the Prayer of 
Humble Access was a factor. 








No humane person will refuse to sympa- 
thize with Gen. MAHONE as the victim first 
of a persecution and then of a prosecution. 
It is easier to sympathize with him now 
than if he had been elected, but his de- 
meanor in the disorderly performances on 
his own premises on the night of the elec- 
tion seems to have been quite unexception- 
able. It is trying enough to be not nferely 
defeated but extinguished under a hostile 
majority of 30,000 without having a crowd 
of unsympathetic persons assembled at 
your front door to exult over you with hoots. 
There is no reason to doubt Gen. MAHONE’s 
assertion that he did not discharge the 
shotgun which he admits that he took to 
the door with him. Even if he had hewould 
have been very excusable, and a heavy 
charge of shot, not in a vital part, would 
have been a very just rebuke to the chief of 
his persecutors. The incident shows anew, 
however, how bitter and personal Virginia 
politics has become, and for this exasper- 
ated state of public feeling Gen. MAHONE 
himself is largely responsible.

THE THOMAS TESTIMONIAL. 

Local orchestral players testified last night to 
their appreciation of the long labors of Theo- 
dore Thomas. An orchestra of 150 players vol- 
unteered to perform at a testimonial concert in 
the Metropolitan Opera House, and the unusual 
spectacle attracted a large audience. Asan ex- 


| pression of professional and public esteem for 


the eminent conductor, who richly deserves 
such a tribute, the concert served its purpose 
well. Asa contribution to the art work of the 
season, except in one instance, the concert can- 
not be set down as important. 

The list of compositions was selectea by pop- 
ular vote, and it stamped the public as an un- 
commonly bad programme maker. Only one- 
half of the numbers played were worthy of a 
place on the programme of a serious concert, 
and even this half might have been chosen 


with a better view to the advantageous employ- 
ment of an unusually large orchestra. Weber's 
‘Invitation to the Dance” could be gertormen 
much more smoothly by a small band, and no 
special benefit 18 given by numbers to Mr. 
‘Lhomas’s effective scoring of Chopin’s “ Funeral 
March.” Wagner’s ‘‘ Rienzi” overture is not 
great music. Indeed, it is not even good music, 
and if it were not keptafloat by its composer's 
mighty name it would speedily sink into the 
oblivion which it deserves. It possesses a mere- 
ly historical interest as illustrating how, in the 
beginning, Wagner, jike the earth, was without 
form and void. 

Rosaini’s ‘William Tell’ overture is well 
enough in its way, and served to show the 
abilities of some of the solo players in the 
orchestra. The Bach fugue in A minor and the 
Brahms variations gained in sonority and 
power from the large number of strings, and 
the whole orchestra was heard to the best ad- 
Vantage in Liszt’s ‘Les Preludes.” The real 
musical treat of the evening was Rafael Joseffy’s 
performance of the piano part of Schumann’s 
admirable concerto in A minor, 

Mr. Joseffy has done nothing of late which 
gave such deep and general satisfaction. He 
played with the warmest possible fervor, and 
with superb vigor and brillianoy. He displayed 
unwonted power and breadth in the larger 
thoughts of the composition, and his passage 
work was notable in its crispness, clearness, 
variety of tone color, and beautiful adjustment 
of dynamic effects. To be brief and to the 
point, Mr. Joseffy played like the great pianist 
that he is, when he isin the right mood. His 
splendid performance will linger among the 
choicest memories of the season. 


“THE LADY OF LYONS.” 

It is the fashion for actors nowadays to slur 
the fine old heroics of Bulwer’s “Lady of 
Lyons.” Mr. Charlies Coghlan has accustomed 
us to arefinea, supercilious, and very modern 
Claude Melnotte, very much above the poetry 
and bouquet business which the auth or compeis 
bim to dabble in, and entirely too thoughtful 
and well bred to put faitm in the potency of 
mere eloquence. Mr. Kyrie Bellew put even 
more sentimentality in the part than it abso- 
lutely required, but heroics are not at all in Mr. 
Bellew’s line. The feeble young Londoner of 
Miss Anderson’s last com pany who took a shy 
at Claude spoke all the famous bombastic lines 
in a colloquial way. Not so Mr. William Terriss. 
His Ciaude is vociferous and forcible, even if 
@® trifie stilted and unimuginative in the ten- 
derer passages. 

Miss Jessie Millward’s Pauline is an able com- 
panion to this Claude. She “ces not treat the 
part in a listless, half-hearted way. She is mag- 
nificently grandiloquent in her rebuke to Beau- 
seant: ‘‘A husband’s roof, in the eyes of God 
and man, is the fortress that protects a wife’s 
honor!” Miss Millward is a handsome, winning 
Pauline, and there is a great deal of dexterity 
in her acting. Nothing could be prettier or 
more touching than her sudden embrace of 
Widow Melnotte as she exclaims, ‘“‘ Do not weep, 
mother!” If her pose and motions were always 
as graceful as they are at that point, and her 
speech as simple and unaffected she would 
be an ideal Pauline. 

“The Lady of Lyons” was put forward at 
Niblo’s last night and will hold the stage there 
for the remainder of this week. Mr. Dan Coll- 
yer has at last reached the domain of poetic 
drama. He causes plenty of laughter as Giavis.

LIVELY NIGHT AT WILLIAMS. 


WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Nov. 6.—It has been 
customary here for the different classes te meet 
by moonlight at the Soldiers’ Monument and 
sing college songs, but for some unknown 
Teason on Monday night was held the first 
“sing” of the year. Just as the Sophs were 
4 about to leave the monument, some members of 
’93 gave their yellover by the library, and the 
Sopbomores had not all of them reached their 
rooms when @ loud Freshman yell was heard. 
*Ninety-three was calling out her men to have 
a@ Freshman sing. ’Ninety-two, enraged at this 
display of freshness, gathered at once and fol- 
lowed the Freshmen up to West College, where 
botb classes came to a standstill, 793 giving 
their yell, and ’92 biowing horns and nearly 
splitting their throats with the Sophomore 
slogan. The President of Williams, Dr. Frank. 
lin Carter, appeared on the scene and ordered 


the students to go to their rooms. Both classes 
dispersed at once, but soon gatuered again. 

The Freshmen marched in a body to the mon- 
ument and the Sophs followed, blowinz horns 
This roused the whole college, and there was 
soon a large crowd around the monument. The 
Freshmen tried to sing, but were completely 
drowned out by horus aod hoots from the class 
above them; but they shuwed no lack of spirit 
avd sang on bravely through it all. After a 
xenueral hubbub the Sophs decided to challenge 
793 toacanerush. The Freshmen were bidden 
to provide themselves with a cane and appear 
on Weston Field at 100’clock. It was a meon- 
light night, and no powers in Williamstown 
could have stopped arush that night. So the 
crowd broke up at once and the necessary prep- 
arations were made. It was only 8:30, so there 
was plenty of time. 

Cane-rusbing was forbidden at Williams sev- 
eral years ago, when.the present Seniors were 
Freshmen, but at the appointed time both 
classes appeared on the football field. They 
were anything but strong in numbers, as ’92 
brought only forty men and’“% only forty-five; 
but the upper classes were there to aan, as 
Were alsuv all the ‘“‘muckers” in town. A 
** mucker” is a town rough—a “townie,” as he 
would be called in a Western college. At the 
firing of the pistol botn sides came together 
with tremendous force. Those directly in front 
were thrown immediately. Then followed a 
flerce tight—the whole crowd wrangling and 
pulling, and those who had their arms tree 
dealing generous blows at their opponents. 
This continued for fifteen minutes, when time 
was called. Yhose who had uot succeeded in 
gotting their hands on the cane withdrew 
promptly, and then the referee counted hands. 
The decision was in favor of the Sophomores, 
who had twenty hands on the cane, while ’93 
had only twelve. 

This ended the rush, but there was more 
fighting to be done before the evening was over. 
A big **mucker” had put ona football snit and 
tried to enter the cane rush. He bad been 
recognized by @ Senivr and treated to afew 
stout blows. This roused the biood of all the 
other * muckers,” aud they gathered in a great 
erowd atthe gate and waited for the college 
Ten. They were armed with heavy clubs and 
staves, and several drew kuives. Almost di- 
rectly after the cane rush was ended, the fight 
began. Everyboay joined in it, and for a full 
half hour there was riot on Weston Fiela. The 
college men were the better fighters, but the 
‘“*muckers” were the better armed. The centre 
rush of the football team is a man of 6 feet 
4,and he mae an impression on the roughas. 
The ‘“‘ muckers” called him by name, and vowed 
they would “have his blood.” They also sir- 
gled out two other big men, and threatened to 
murder them at a later date. 

Finally, both sides got tired of the row and 
left the field. Fortunately no one was very 
seriously hurt. Thougn the “‘ muckers” made a 
great flourish of weapons, they seem to have 
been careful how they used their knives. 

The row is the talk of the town, and old resi- 
dents say that nothing of the kind ever hap- 
pened here before. The Faculty sre still to be 
heard from, andit is probable that they will 
usé harsh measures to prevent the recurrence 
of such trouble at Williams. 


STATE MORTUARY STATISTIOS. 

ALBANY, Nov. 6.—The bulletin of the State 
Board of Health for September has just been 
issued. It gives the total number of deaths in 
the State for tue month—8,264; for the month 
of September, 1888, 8,433. The average mor- 
tality for September for the last five years is 
7,690, or 575 less than for that month this year. 
The proportion of infant mortality is a little 
below the average, which is about 41 per cent. 
From zymotic diseases the proportion of deaths 
in each 1,000 deaths from all causes was 266.75 
during the last five years; that of last Septem- 
ver 234.26. About half of the zymotic mortal- 
ity is from diarrheal diseases, which was less 
than the average for September of recent years. 
About 2.8 per cent. of all deaths occurred from 
typhoid fever in September of the four preced- 
ing years; the last September 3 per cent. of the 
mortality was from this cauge; in August, 2.40, 
There were 114.83 per 1, deaths from con- 








sumption: 186.10 per 1,000 above five years of 
OSG.

PARNELL AND THE LEAGUE, 


SIR HENRY JAMES CONTINUES HIS DE« 
FENSE OF THE ‘‘ TIMES.” 


Lonpbon, Nov. 6.—Sir Henry James continued 
his speech for the 7imes before the Parnell Com- 
mission to-day. He quoted from speeches made 
by Mr. Miehael Davitt in 1880 to show that the 
object of the Land League was, under a cloak 
of constitutionality, to eftect a combination be- 
tween the forces of the moderates and extrem- 
ists belonging to the American Clan-na-Gael 
and the Irish consiitutionals in the work of 


keeping Ireland unsettled. Mr. Parnell had not 
then assumed the disguise of moderation, but 
associated with Fenians. His reception at Cork 
in March, 1880, upon his return from America, 
had a Fenian character. At the dinner given 
to welcome Mr. Parnell, Mr. Biggar made the 
memorable Hartmann speech, in which assas- 
sination was encouraged and applauded. 

The commission, Sir Henry decl@red, had evi- 
dence regarding the importation of arms into 
Ireland for men who were supporting Mr, 
Parnell, and who were members of associa~ 
tions which were in active sympathy with the 
objects of the League. Surely ir it was proved 
that crime was rife in many districts in Ireland 
where there was no distress, but where the 
League had roused the people against the au- 
thorities, the charges made by the Zimes against 
the League as the source of crime must be held 
to be proved. 

Sir Henry referred to speeches by Sheridan, 
Brennan, Scrab. Nally, Boyton, and others to 
prove that the agitators were ready to resort 
to criminal means to effect their purpose, He 
ridiculed the idea that only the extremists 
were responsible for crime. The speeches of 
members of the League, he said, showed that 
violence was suggested and gloried in, and even 
Parnell held that crime might be necessary, 

Sir Henry argued that Parnell and his col- 
leagues acquiesced in outrages, inasmuch as 
they did not condemn, but rather excused, 
them. Agrarian crime, he said, increased as 
the home rule agitation spread. 

Mr. Molloy, member of Parliament, in a 
speech at Sheffield this evening said that the 
Parnellites had in their possession documentary 
evidence proving the complicity of Govern- 
ment Officials in a conspiracy against the Irish, 
and that the publication of this evidence would 
cause & sensation even greater than that re- 
sulting from the commission revelations. He 
Said it was intended to expose the plot imme- 
diately after the opening of Parliament. 


THE FRENCH SNUB TO WALES. 

Paris, Nov. 6.—The Journal des Débats says: 
“The French Government agent at Cairo was 
not the only mentver of the diplomatic corps 
who was absent from the reception given in 
that city to the Prince.of Wales. Representa- 
tives of the German, Danish, and Greek Gov- 
ernments were the oniy diplomats present. 
Etiquetie places the other representatives un- 
der no obligation to attend thereception.” The 


Journat also says the journey of the Prince was 
a@ useless manifestation, and showed small re- 
gard tor the feelings of the French. France, it 
declares, has not abandoned the Egyptian ques- 
- tion. 

La Patrie says: ‘‘The visitof the Prince of 
Wales to Egypt and his reception there are not 
regarded as a prelude to the execution of Eng- 
land’s promises. Frenchmen in Egypt do not 
wish toassoclate themselves with manifesta- 
tions Ye pm to give official sanction to a po- 
sition which amounts to an audacious violation 
of inter-State law. lf England fulfills her en- 
gageoments Frenchmen in Cairo will not hesitate 
to pay homage to the Prince of Wales.” 

CalkO, Nov. 6.—I1t is learned that ata recent 
conference of the foreign Consuls here Mr. 
Schuyler, the American representative, pro- 
posed that the diplomatic body, in full uniform, 
meet the Prince of Wales on his arrival here. 
The majority of the Consuls, it is said,negatived 
the proposal, hence their abstention from the 
reception.

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FLAGLER AND MOSS’S EFFORT 
FO HOLD UP OOITON OIL. 
EXPLAINED TO SHAREHOLDERS AND 
THE OFFICERS WILL BEAR HALF 
THE LOSS—REORGANIZATION. 


Messrs. J. H. Flagler and Jay O. Moss, re- 
Spectively President and Treasurer of the 
American Cotton Oii Trust, were yesterday de- 
Clared to have caused aloss to the certificate 
holders of $527,511 56 by speculation in the 
Stock market. This was what THE TIMES 
meant yesterday morning when it avnounced 
exclusively that there was ‘“‘ newly discovered 
trouble on the inside of the American Cotton 
Oil Trust” and predicted that there would be 
some sensational disclosures during the day. 

The President and Treasurer did not speak of 
the matter so bluntiy as does the opening para- 
graph in this tale. Their statement was to the 
effect that the money had been lost in the some- 
what difficult task of “maintaining and 
strengthening the credit of the trust.” They 
did this, however, without the knowledgeo! the 
Trustees of the trust. 

The fact of the “ shortage” was made public 
at anintensely-interesting mesting of certificate 
holders at noon yesterday in the office of the 
trust at 45 Broadway. The meeting was for the 
pur; ose of hearing wiat plan of reorganization, 
the committee appointed by the holders of over 
$34,800,000 of the $40,000,000 of certificates 
had evolved. There wasa full attendance. A 
vast amount of curiosity as to what the stock- 
holders were to hear of besides reorganization 
was evident before order was called. Share- 


holders whispered with each other, andthe fog 
of mystery was thick and heavy. It gave an 
outsider a creepy sensation, as if something 
Was about to drop. Something did. 

The Reorganization Committee, which is 
nade up of Frederic P. Olcott, Gen. Samuel 
Thomas, Eaward D. Adams, James H. Benedict, 
and William L. Bull, entered from aside room, 
were they had been couferring. Neither Presi- 
deut Flagler nor Treasurer Moss was present, 
and a motion was made that Mr. Olcott, who is 
the Chairman of the Reorganization Committee, 
act as the presiding officer. He accepted, and 
without any roundabout preface pinnged into 
business. He said that the first thing the com- 
mittee bad sought to ascertain was whether 
the body of the estate was whole. It had been 
found thatit was. Allof the certificates were 
on hand and they would be delivered during the 
afternoon to the Central Trust Company. 

He then read the report of the committee 
which is as follows: 

“Your committee, pursuant to the declaration 
and expression of your wishes as aforesaid, has 
given much time and careful attention to numerous 
plans and suggestions submitted to us in this con- 
nection. 

“ Preliminarily, we may say that the Trustees 
have reported to us that the Treasurer's report. 
read at the aunual meeting, and which brought the 
business down to Aug. 31, was correct; that since 
that date, through errors of judgment, losses to the 
net amount of $277,511 had arisen, which had now 
been charged off, and that an examination of the 
accounts and financial’statements had satisfiedt hem 
of their correctness. 

“As a part of the reorganization plans, the 
Trustees cheerfully submitted the securities of the 
trust fer a veritication, and our Chairman, Mr. 
Olcott, certifies the same to be correct. Respecting 
the main supject referred to us, we submit the fol- 
lowing genera! basis or pian of reorganization of 
the American Cotton Oil ‘Trust: 

“That the trust and the property and assets 
thereof be merged or incorporated into the Amer- 
icau Cotton Oil Company, which already owns cer- 
tain of the properties and in which the trust is a 
large stockholder, or such trust certificates be ex- 
changed or transferred for shares of said company, 
or otherwise, as the committees may deem judicious, 
upon the following basis, viz. : 

“The American Cotton Oil Company to issue com- 
mon stock to the limit of $21,092,000; 6 percent. 
non-cumulative preferred stock, secured by the 
shares of all companies received on such merger, 
limited to $15,000,000. Any balance in excess of the 
amounié required on the exchange to be held, used, 
and disposed of by the Directors. 

*‘ All stock entitled to like voting power. 

“ The trust certificates to be exchanged for such 
new shares on the proportion of: For each share of 
trust certificates, 50 per cent. thereof in such new 
common stock, $21,092,000, and 25 ner cent. there- 
of in such new preterred stock, $10,546,000. 

“ Trust certificates to be deposited with the Cen- 
tral Trust Company unier agresment of reorgani- 
zation, to be prepared by the committee and con- 
taining auch provisions as it may deem judicious. 

“Against deposit of such certificates the (en- 
tral ‘Trust Company to issue its engraved certifi- 
cates of deposit,in the torm usual on reorganizations, 
and application to be made to have them listed on 
the New-York Stock Exchange. 

“We recommond the adoption of this general 
basis and its prompt execution.” 

Without giving time for any comment Mr. 
Olcott went on with this momentous letter, ad- 
dressed to himself: 

As] counsel for the American Cotton Oil Trust, 
we have been instructed by the Trustees to make 
the following report to your committee. They have 
examined the affairs of the organization and find 
that the annual report contains a correct statemout 
of its affairs up to Aug. 31, 18389, the close of the 
fiscal year. 

In the conduct of the business it has been the 
custom of-its executive officers to utilize the Ameri- 
can Oil Company of New-York asa finance company, 
through the medium of which they have been en- 
abled to facilitate their financial arrangements, 
The President and Treasurer of the trust, for the 
purpose and with the intent, as they state, of main- 
taining and strengthening its credit, have deemed 
it necessary or desirable to support the price of the 
certificates in the market by conducting certain 
trust certificate accounts in the name and for the 
account of the American Oil Company, and with- 
ont the knowledge of the Trustees of the trust or 
the company. ‘These accounts are pow entirely 
closed, with a loss to the company of $527,511 56. 

Messrs, Flagler and Moss, wno alone, as officers, 
inaugurated and managed these accounts, have ap- 
peared before the Trustees with their respective 
counsel, and. while disclaiming legal responsibility 
in the matter, have frankiy expressed a desire to 
wake a substantial contribution toward the same, 
aggregating the sum of $250,000, of which amount 
Mr. Flagler will contribute $150,000 and Mr. Moss 
$100,000. 

This leaves the net loss $277,511, and the 
Trustees recommend that the matter be adjusted on 
that basis. SULLIVAN & CROMWELL. 

Mr. Olcott said that the vontribution offered 
by the two gentiemen included everything they 
possessed, outside of personal property, and 
they were practically poor men. He recom- 
mended the acceptance of their offer. A stock- 
holder called for an expression of opinion from 
Gen. Thomas. but before he could respond John 
Cc. Rolff, a member of the firm of Woerishoffer 
& Co., arose. 

“JT want to know,” he eaid, “what we may 
expect from this new corporation. What guar- 
antee will we have that our interests will be 
any better protected than they have been?’ 

The question was asked of no one in partic- 
ular, and so no immediate response was given. 
Thereupon James P. Duggin, a retired contract- 
or and builder and the holder of a thousand 
shares, arose, 

¢-Who’s going to manage this property?’ he 
demanded. “If desire to say that personally 
and asa stockholderI object to Gen. Thomas. 
I object to him because of the admission he is 
quoted as having made the other day that he 
had neglectea his duty. I do not know Gen. 
Thomas. I have never seen him. But I object 
to bim.” 

The statement he referred to was one made in 
conversation by Gen. Thomas to the general 
effect that he considered himself, with the other 
Directors, in a measure responsible for the un- 
fortunate condition of things, because he had 
made no especial attempt to ascertain the state 
of affairs of the trust, having simply followed 
the sourse of all Directors in all concerna.. 

“By hisown statement,” Mr. Duggin went 
on, * be took his five-dollar fee, ate his luncheon, 
and went away.” 

The observations had no ruffling effect on 
Gen. Thomas. He replied that he was satisfied 
that he could prove that Mr. Duggin would not 
have tad any certificates at all if it had not 
been for the work done by him. 

“TI think,” said he, “that I may have been too 
modest. The office of Trustee was ir. a measure 
forced upon me, and, upon reflection, L believe 
that I did my duty as well as the others, itis 
not expected of Trustees that they shall edu- 
cate themselves to a business in which they are 
concerned only as Directors. Even if I-nad de- 
voted wyselt entirely to the trust, it does not 
follow that I could have learned of the transac- 
tions which have caused the lose. Yes, [ think 
I did my duty.” 

“But you acknowledged that you didn’t,” 
persisted Mr. Duggin. 

The meeting tired of Mr. Duggin then. 
John C. Riet? wanted a stock vote on a motion 
to adopt the report of the reorganizing com- 
mittee, but, instead, it was adopted by a viva 
voce vote. Several stockholders asked if they 
wonld have 2 voice in the electing of officers of 
the new company. Mr. Olcott told them that 
they certainly would. 

Then Gen. Thomas tendered his resignation 
asa Trustee. He did not wish to serve while a 
shareholder objected. But there was strong 
ens to that. 

ohn C. Rieff moved that not only should 
Gen. Thomas’s resignation be not accepted, but 
that a special request should be made to him to 
remain in office. This was seconded by several 
gentiomen and “Aye” was shouted by every 
shareholder present except Mr. Duggin. Ap- 
piausé followed this indorsement of the Gen- 


eral. 

The meeting adjourned. Work on the plan of 
reorganization will wow be pushed as rapidly 
as possible.

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GEORGE LS COMSTOCK. 

A quarter of a centur' © George Wells Com- 
stock, who died yesterday at his late residence, 
75 East Seventy-fifth-street, was a prominent 
merchant of New-York. He was born in Gil- 
berteville, Otsego Couns, and came to this city 
when a lad of seventeeu and entered into'the 
employ of hiselder brother in the wholesale 
drug trade. Supsequently he became a partner 
in the house, the firm name being Comstock 
Brothers, and its place of business in Cortjandt- 
street. Branch houses were established in Phil- 
adelphia, St. Louis, and New-Orleans. Some 


fteen years ago the firm was dissolved, and 

r. Comstock retired from active service, Te- 
taining, however, his connection with two or 
three corporations, and devoting a considerable 
re of his time to the care of his real property. 

© died possessed of a large and valuable estate. 

Mr. Comstock was for about thirty years a 
deacon of the Brick Church, the Rev. Henry J. 
Van Dyke, Jr.. pastor, and the oldest official in 
length of service of that influential Fitth-avenue 
congregation. He was active in church work 
almost up to the day of his death, a teacher in 
the Sunday school and inatructor of the young 
people’s Bible class in the tenets of Presby- 
terianism. 

During the war of the rebellion Mr. Comstock 
and his wife, who survives him, were prom- 
inently identified with and active in promoting 
the benevolent work of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion. But the most conspicuous of the former's 
achievements was the rescuing of some half a 
hundred colored people from mob violence in 
the memorable draft riots of 1863. Mr. 
Comstock then resided in West ‘Thirty- 
fourth-street, between Broadway and Sev- 
enth-avenue. When the vindictiveness and 
passion of the rioters found expression in mur- 
derous attacks upon innocent colored men and 
women, Mr. Comstock caused his servants to 
convey intelligence to the members of their 
race that they could find safe asylum in his 
residence. Above twoscore fugitives sought 
refuge in the Thirty-fourth-street house. ‘heir 
place of retreat was discovered by the rioters, 
and ap attack uponthe residence was organ- 
ized. The house was besieged front and rear 
by a turbulent and bloodthirsty mob. 
Doors and windows were barricaded and 
the inmates prepared to sell their lives dearly. 
But just as the signal for the assault was sound- 
ed a detachment of regular army troops put in 
an appearance, and the rioters were speedily 
put to flight. For a week thereafter the house 
was guarded by the bluecoats, and untilit was 
safe for them to return to their homes Mr. Com- 
stook furnished the fugitives with subsistence 
and shelter 

Besides his widow, two sons, George Carlton 
Comstock and Benjamin 8. Comstock, and a 
daughter, the wite of William Stuart Edgar, 
survive him. The funeral services will be held 
at the family residence on Friday, and the in- 
terment will be at Montrose, Penn., the Oom- 
stock country seat. 


FSET ORR AI 
JACOB OTTMANN. 

Jacob Ottmann, the well-known lithographer, 
died at his residence, 128 Lexington-avenue, 
on Tuesday, after having been confined to his 
house by a two-weeks iliness. Six months ago, 
his health failing, he visited Europe in company 
with his brother William, and returned in Sep- 
tember apparently improved, The change for 


the better was only temporary, gowever, and 
in the latter part of October he left his place of 
business never to return. Death resulted from 
Paralysis of the heart. 

Mr. Ottmann was bornin Meisenheim, Rhenish 
Prussia, March 4, 1849. He attended the gym- 
nasiwn in his native place and came to this 
country in 1863. When twenty-one years of 
age he formed a copartnership with Mesars. 
Mayer and Merkel under the style of Mayer, 
Merkel & Ottmann. The firm did a lithographic 
business, first in Church street and then in War- 
ren, until about seven or eight years ago, when 
the senior members retired. When the Puck 
Building was completed by Messrs. Keppler & 
Schwarzmann and Mr. Ottmann jointly the lat- 
ter moved his business there. 

Mr. Ottmann died possessed of a large estate. 
He 1s survived by one daughter, Ella, thirteen 
years old. His wife, who was a daughter of 
John Belzer of Brooklyn, died five years ago. 
He was a brother of William Ottmann of Ful- 
ton Market. 


THE REV. JOHN P. SWANSTROM. 
The Rev. John P. Swanstrom, pastor of the 
Swedish Pilgims’ Congregational Chureh, 
Brooklyn, on his return home from voting 
Tuesday, fell dead in the hall. Heart disease 
was the cause. 

The Rev. Mr. Swanstrom was born in Greuna,

There were about forty gentlemen present, 
each of whom scathed Col: Shepard and vowed 
opposition to what they universally declared 
was a scheme on his part to wreck the stage 
company. * 

Not a voice was raised in defense of the pious 
Colonel, and not a kind word was spoken in his 
behalf, On the contrary, every mention of his 
name was greeted with hoots and jeers, while 
every expression of condemnation aroused the 
liveliest applause. The only regret that the 
gentlemen expressed was that Col. Shepard was 
not present to enjoy the delightful things said 
about him. The desire that the Colonel should 
know what was said of nim was s0 great that a 
general inquiry was instituted to discover 


whether a reporter for the Colonel’s paper was 
present. There was no such reporter on hand, 
or if there was he imitated the example of Peter 
and denied his master. This fact did not deter 
the gentlemen from frecly expressing their 
— however, and eac 
his tongue and let it trample upon the good 
Colonel’s character until it tired of the exercise. 

The meeting was organized by the selection 
of Mr. Frederick Baker as Chairman and Mr. 
H. H. Barnes as secretary. Mr. E. Ely Goa- 
dard, President of the Fifth-Avenue Stage Com- 
pany, was on hand, and opened the ball by 
stating that he was there to be catechized with 
regard to the company’s ccndition and affairs. 
He had prepared a statement, which, he said, 
would probably be issued to-day, with blanks 
for proxies. He was nota candidate for re- 
election to the Presidency of the company, be- 
cause in spite of all his struggles he had been 
prevented from carrying out his own ideas by 
the interference of the Shepard influence. He 
then entered intoaldéng explanation of how 
Col. Shepard had offered to loan the company 
$50,000 oh a chattel mortgage at 6 per cent. 
interest, and then asa stockholder of the com- 
pany had refused to vote to accept his own of-

Last July Shepard refused the proposed loan 
to Goddard, and immediately after tne refusal 
had made a proposition to have the feed men 
and straw men obtain judgments against the 
company, which Shepard proposed to buy up. 
Shepard had carried out this idea so far as to 
xo to a feed man named Dablman, whom he de- 
sired to obtain a judgment againet the com- 
pany. This was followed up by a man calling 
on Goddard and representing that Dahiman 
was about to obtain a judgment against the 
company. This led Goddard to consult with 
Dahiman, who denied all knowledge of 
the other man’s actions. Subsequently the 
creditors of the company proposed to accept 
negotiable notes for their claims, and the com- 
pany’s counsel advised the issuance of such 
notes. But by this time Col. Shepard had ob- 
tained control of the Board of Directors of the 
company, and this board refused toissue the 
notes. Shepard visited Dahiman again, and 
the latter obtained a judgment for his claim. 
The next thing that Goddard knew Shepard 
had possession of this judgment. A part of 
the indebtedness to Dahlman was for 125, 
horses, which had been gorensees from Dahl- 
man atthe instance of Shepard, who declared 
that Dahlman was all right. Other judgments 
had also come into Col. Shepard’s hands. 

Shepard had frequently referred to the other 
stockholders as ‘‘ wind,” and had proposed to 
Goddard to build a big new stable. When God- 
dard objected to this scheme as unfair to other 
stockholders Shepard demanded his resignation 
from the Presidency of the company. Much 
more was said by Mr. Goddard to substantiate 
his claim that Col. Shepard was “a wrecker of 
one of the finest properties New-York had ever 
known.” He related how the Treasurer of the 
company, William B. Taylor, had written a letter 
to Col. Shepard, asking him to advance $6,000 
to the company as a contribution to make up 
the loss sustained by stopping the stages on 
Sundays, and how Col. Shepard had never so 
much as replie’ to the communication although 
he had pretended that he regarded the Sun- 
day pone peee as a missionary one and 
had eclared that he would give the 
company $25,000 sooner than see it run its 
staces on Sunday. Subsequentiy Shepard 
wanted Taylor to tear this letter from the pages 
of the company’s letter book, but the latter re- 
fused, This filled Goddard with tear and he 
had all the books copied as precaution against 
Shepard. When Shepard’s Board of Directors 
stopped the Sunday stages on Fifth-avenue, a 
motion was made by an anti-Shepard man to 
have those in the Park ere on Sundays also, 
but the Shepard faction had not permitted this. 
Another imposition on the company by Col. 
Shepard was his forcing two new stages on the 
concern when {it had several unused stages in 
its stables, idle because it did not have enough 
horses to runthem. Other things were told to 
show Col. Shepard’s attitude toward the com- 
pany, and then Mr. Goddard went on to show 
that the company was not in nearly so deplor- 
able a condition as Col. Shepard was constantly 
representing it to be, and that it could be made 
to pay liberally by judicious management by 
the resumption of Sunday tratlic and by the 
riddance of the Shepard onus. 

At this one of the gentlemen phony ng! ag 
up and demanded that the stages be run on Fifth- 
avenue next Sunday and every Sunday, and 
the proposition was greeted with a storm of ap- 
proval. But Mr. Goddard sadly explained that 
the President of the company could act only by 
and under direction of the Board of Control, and 
that Col. Shepard owned that board. He also 


. found occasion here tu explain that as this was 


a fact the very condition of the company, which 
the good Colonel lamented so loudly, was 
due wholly to the management of bis own 
Board of Directors. The fun of the meeting 
came, however, when Mr. John De Mott, at 
the request of the President, read a circular, 
which had lately heen issued to the stock- 
holders of the. company by William Irwin, Col. 
Shepard’s lawyer; R. C. Alexander, a clergy- 
man’s son in the employ of Col. Shepard; Will- 
iam R. Worrall, another clergyman’s son in the 
employ of Col. Shepard, and the Rev, James 
H. Hoadley, a friend ot Col. Shepard. This cir- 
cular drew the most dismal picture of the vom- 
pany’s condition, declared that it was in danger 
of coming under the Sheriff’s hammer, and 
plaintively asked the stoc nolders to consent 
to an assessment of 95 per céu-:. on their stock. 
It lauded Col. Shepard to the skies as the only 
stockholder who had come to the company’s 
rescue, and then volunteered this informntion: 


“ We have consulted with Mr, Shepard now upon 
the present aspect of things and find that he is un- 
willing to advance any further money unless the 
stockholders will give him the control of the com- 
pany, either a selling their stock to him outright, 
or else by coming forward and giving to him ont. 
right from one-half to two-thirds of their stock, so 
that he may control the elections, and the Board of 
Directors and the management of the company. If 
enough of the stockholders will do the former to 
accomplish the result, they must do it promptly. 
On the other hand, if the stockholders do not desire 
to have their stock assessed, and are willing 
to give him a sufficient proportion of tne stock to 
place him in the necessary vontrol, he is willing to 
advance the company turther money, and to see if 
by achange of management and a vigorous and 
economical prosecution of the business any vaiue 
can be imparted to the stock; in which case the 
other stockholders would receive the proportion of 
the benefit, upon the amount of stock which the 


.Tetained. Mr. Shepard states thatif this proposi- 


tion shouid be accepted it must be done speedily 
or it.will be withdrawn.” 

The reading of this proposition was received 
with every demonstration of disapproval, 
hoots, jeers, and hisses. But the tumult oc- 
ecasioned was not a circumstance to that which 
followed the readiug of a paragraph which 
dwelt upon Shepard’s ettorts to ‘ preserve 
Fifth-avenue with its quiet and blessed day of 
reat, Sunday.” : 

That paragraph elicited laughter and de- 
risive shouts, mingled with ories of *‘hypoo- 
risy,” “rot,” * cant,” and other words express- 
ive of contempt. r. De Mott supplemented 
the reading of this entertaining niatter with a 
short speech, in which be said that every mo- 
tion fur the benefit or the company had been 
systematically voted down by Shepard’s men in 
the Board of Directors. The company had a 
valuable franchise forthe extension of its route, 
but Shepard had rendered it useless by 
pretending to have some mysterious way 
of nis own. Shepard had followed up 
his conduct of the board by degrading 
defamations and base misrepresentations 
in his newspaper. He was a “ sanivelling hypo- 
crite,’ dealing In nothing but hypocrisy. e 
hag ved up to nothing that lve had agreed to, 
and his assertions were “base lies” Shepard 
couid be beaten if the stockholders would stand 
up and fight him. He needed some of his own 
medicine, ; 

Mr. De Mott’s speech was continually inter- 
rupted with cries of ** Bravo!” and when he fin- 
ished he was loudly and enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. Several gentlemen present pledged 
themselves to meet the expense of any Jegal 
proceedings that might be instituted against 
Col. Shepard, and a committee, consisting of 
Ogden Goelet, Lawrence Kip, and H. A. John- 
son, was appolnret to secure proxies to defeat 
Shepard at the election which is to be held on 
the 18th inst. A canvases of the stock repre- 
sented at the meeting showed that it amounted 
to about 3,500 shares. The total amount of the 
company’s stock is about 11,000 shares, nearly 
one-quarter of which is not committed tor or 
against Shepard. It is for the support of these 
proxies that the present merry fight is being 
Carried on.

CAME OVER NECK AND NECK 


AN EXTRAORDINARY _OOHAN 
SLTHAMSHIP RACR, 
THE TEUTONIC BEATS THE CITY OF NEW- 
YORK BY HALF AN HOUR—THE VES- 
SELS TOGETHER ALL THE WAY. 


One of the most exciting ocean races that has 
ever been recorded was finished yesterday 
afternoon when the two famous ocean grey- 
hounds, the Teutonic of the White Star Line 
and the City of New-York of the Inman Line, 
rushed past the Sandy Hook Lightship within a 
few minutes of each other. 

The Teutonic won by a neck, her corrected 
time being thirty minutes less than that of the 
New-York. Early in the afternoon of Thursday, 


‘Oct, 31, the New-York steamed out of Queens- 


town Harbor and headed out to sea. She passed 
Roche’s Point, where the course of the ocean 
race begins, at 1:54 P. M. Less than an hour 
afterward her rival followed in her wake, pass- 
ing Roche’s Puint at 2:33 P. M. Yesterday 
afternoon the two vessels were seen from Fire 
Island tearing down the home stretch of the 
great course neck and neck. The goal was 
passed by the New-York at 5:05 and by the 
Teutonic at 5:14. 

Great enthusiasm prevailed on board the New- 
York as she passed over the line and started 
upon therace. The passengers felt that they 
had the lead, and if Capt. Lewis would only 
hold this glory awaited them all in New-York. 
There was a strong gale, with 3 choppy cross 
sea to contend with, but the great ship plowed 
swiftly aloug. The confidence of the passen- 
gers increased as they noticed the splendia 
manner in which the ship drove along in the 
teeth of the wind, Next morning those who 


glanced astern saw nothing of the Teutonic, 
At noon the log showed that the run since leay- 
ing Queenstown had been 354 miles. 

During the afternoon there was a noticeable 
decrease in the speed of the vessel owing to 
the fact that the port engines were slightly out 
of order. The anxiety among the passengers 
now became intense. For three hours the 
New-York was handicapped by the delect to 
her machinery. At length the outlines of a 
great ship began to rise out of the sea in 
their wake, and finally the Teutonic was 
made out gaining rapidly upon them. 
But now the defect had been  over- 
come by the engineer and the New-York 
picked up her former high rate of speed. Great 
was the feeling of relief which came over the 
New-York’s passengers. When night closed in 
the Teutonic was stillin sight, but some miles 
in the wake. The head gule and choppy sea 
abated but slightly during the night. Next 
morning the leutonic was seen in the same 
relative position as on the evening before. 

All day long the New-York heid her lead, and 
all day the Teutonic kept close behind her. At 
noon the day’s runof the New-York was an- 
nounced as having been 417 miles. Duriug the 
tollowing twenty-four bours the two vessels 
held the same relative positions as on the pre- 
vious day. The New-York’s run at noon was 
given as 461 miles. During the twenty-four hours 
that followed and which ended Monday at noon 
the New-York drew ahead about four miles, to 
the great delight of allon board of her. The 
weather was improving and the day’s run 
was found tobe 474 miles. ‘hen for another 
24 hours the New-York held her lead, but was 
unable to gain a singie mile upon her swilt 
Tival. This day’s work was 482 miles. During 
the next 24 hours, “which ended yesterday 
at noon, the New-York made 478 miles. But, 
inthe meantime, the Teutonic had gained con- 
siderably, and had made 495 miles, the best 
single day’s runof therace. The New-York’s 
officers claim that they were delayed at this 
time in order to take a pilot on board, but that 
they did not see the Teutonic stop for a pilot. 
At noon the Teutonic was only a few miles 
astern. 

Soon the sbips were almost side by side, and 
in this manner they struggled bravely to the 
finish, the Teutonic gradually forging ahead. 
The afternoon’s work of the New-York was 116 
miles. The days’ runs of the Teutonic were 
330, 426, 461, 470, 482, 495, and 116. The 
corrected time of the Teutonic, allowing a dif- 
ference of 4 hours 22 minutes between Queens- 
town and New-York, was 6 days 7 hours and 3 
minutes. The corrected time of the New-York 
was 6 days 7 hours and 33 winutes. The 
former traveled 2,780 miles and the latter 
2,776. 

The New-York, which has usually beaten the 
Teutonic in her races with that vessel, has a 
record of 6 days 4 hours and 17 minutes, the 
best time-that either hus yet made. At 5:30 A. 
M. on Monday, in latitude 49° 40’ and longitude 
87°-13’, the New-York exchanged signals with 
the City of Paris, which was then makipvg the 
fastest eastward passage on record. The Teu- 
tonic reached Quarantine at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing and the New-York at 6:08. Both vessels 
will come up to their docks this morning, 

Robert Goelet, who has been in very feeble 
health for some time, was on the Teutonic with 
his family. Among the other passengers on the 
vessel were Heber R. Bishop, Mrs. Paran Ste- 
vens, D. Ogden Mills, ©. P. Huntington, A. B. 
Twombley, Clarence Barker, the Rev. C. Ray 
Palmer, A. Forbes-Leith, and Dr. Wolfred 
Nelson. Among the passengers of the New- 
York were Gen. W. B. Frankiin, the Commis- 
sioner who represented the United States at the 
Paris Exposition; Archbishop Janssens of New- 
Orleans, Archbishop Gross of Oregon, Bishop 
Scanlan of Salt Lake City, Col. Joseph D. Potts, 
Col. Joseph F. Tobias, George Turner of tho 
New-York World, the Hon. E. G. Burnham, 
George Bliss, the Hon. Alfred B. Beebe, and R. 
Ross Appleton. 

The Inman Line agents say that the City of 
Paris, which arrived out on Tuesday, made the 
voyage in5 days 22 hours and 57 minutes. 


The day’s runs were 440, 444, 451, 460, 454, 
435, and 73. This is the quickest eastward 
passage on record. The previous one In that di- 
rection was by the same vessel and was 5 days 
23 hours and 18 minutes,

A NATURAL GAS DEOISION. 


INDIANA GAS MAY 
PIPED TO CHICAGO. 


Fort WAYNE, Ind., Nov. 6.—Chicago may con- 
fidently expect to see natural gas piped from 
the Indiana fields burning in her homes and 
Offices within ninety days. A company has al- 
ready been formed, with a capital stock of 
$2,000,000, the gas territory has been acquired, 
the surveys have been made, and work will be 
commenced at once and prosecuted vigorously 
to completion, the Indiana Supreme Court hav- 
ing to-day affirmed the favorable opinion of the 
Jay Circuit Court after a legal fight which has 
cost the projectors of the great scheme $10,000. 

The Hon. R. C. Bell of this eity, the attorney 
for the company and the Indiana Director, 
gives this history of the great enterprise prior 
to the meeting of the Indiana Legislature last 
Winter: Chicago and New-York capitalists had 
determined to pipe natural gas to Chicago and 


had acquired large gas territory in Indiana by 
purchase ani lease ina section nearest to Chi- 
cago and lying north ana east of Kokomo and 
about one hundred and thirty miles from Chi- 
cago in a straight line. The Legislature passed 
an act enabling natural gas companies to exer- 
cise the right of eminent domain, to con- 
demn the right of way for natural gas 
Mains to supply their patrons. In this 
State another act passed at the same session 
made it unlawful for any company or person to 
pipe or deliver natural gas outside of Indiana, 
except to cities situated on the line of the State, 
and providing that if this should be done the 
corporation or person so doing should forfoit 
all of their or his gas pipes laid within the 
State of Indiana. This was intended, of course, 
to restrict the use of Indiana natural gas to 
this State, and would have rendered valueless 
the large interests to pipe gas to cities in ad- 
joining Statea. 

For the purpose of testing the legality of 
these acts the Ohio and Indiana Gas and Oil 
Company was organized last July in Jay Coun- 
ty, Ind., and proceeded to lay a liné of pipe 
from a point near Portland, Ind., to Fort Re- 
covery, a point in Onio, to supply its patrons 
in both States with natural gas. It had con- 
demned a portion of the right of way when two 
suits were filed againstit, one by a land owner 
over whose land a right of way had been con- 
demned, and another a proceeding in which the 
forfeiture of the charter of the company 
was demanded by reason of its violation of the 
Indiana statute in piping gas beyond the State 
boundary. The cases were heard in the Jay 
Circuit Court, and that court held the Indiana 
statute void, as in violation of the provision of 
the Constitution of the United States which 
provides that Congress shall have the power to 
regulate commerce among the several States. 
An appeal was taken from this decision to the 
Supreme Court, the Attorney General interven- 
ingin the cases and the questions involved 
were argued orally as well as on written briefs. 

The gas company contended that one might 
as well say to the owner of a coal mine, a gold 
mine, or a well of mineral water that he could 
not sell his property outside of the State as that 
he could not seli natural gas that belonged to 
him outside of tne State. This argument was 
hadin July. At that time the Indianapolis Gas 
Trust Company asked leave to file a brief on its 
behalf in support of the law and thirty 
days were given for that purpose. Upon 
the assembling of the Supreme Court 
after the Summer vacation the Logans- 
port Natural Gas Company asked to 
be heard in support of the law. This was al- 
lowed and afurther delay was had. The La- 
fayette Natural Gas Company and the Peru 
Natural Gas Company also were permitted to 
tile briefs and did so, and after the matter had 
been fully discussed and considered the Judges 
of the Supreme Court to-day filed a brief ai- 
firming the decision of the Jay Circuit Court, 
holding the law unconstitutional and void as in 
contravention to the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution of the United States. 

It is thought by Mr. Bell that it will only be 
attempted to at first supply gas for domestic 

urposes, and not for manufacture. Of course, 
tis not expected that the well pressure will 
force gas to Chicago, but that one and possibly 
two pumping stations will be required. The 
line will be a direct one, and will probably sup- 
ply towns en route to Chicago, such as Logans- 
port, Valparaiso, and Hammond, Ind. The lat- 
ter town 1s within a few miles of Chicago, and 
by the articles of the association will be the 
western terminal point. The iurther progress 
of the gas into the city, however, has been pro- 
vided for: 

The name of the company is the Indiana and 
Tilinois Gas Company, at the head of which is C, 
M. Fay, President of the Chicago Gas Trust Com- 
pany, through which company the Ohicago 
etreet franchises have been secured. The 
amount of gas territory acquired is 27,000 
acres. The efforts of the Indiana natural gas 
companies which opposed the scheme were 
based upon the idea that to take gas to Chicago 
might exhaust the supply for use at home. It 
is not believed, however, that there is any 
meritin this claim. It is believed by those 
best informed that the supply is practically as 
inexhaustible as that of water. 





TRHEQLABRADOR FISHERY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 6.—The failure of the 
Labrador tishery and destitution of the fisher- 
men are attributed principally to inroads of 
American and French fishermen, who used trap 
nets and other engines for the wholesale de- 
struction of fish. It has been stated tnat dur- 
ing the past season vessels from Gloucester 
swept these shores, getting full cargoes and ab-

NEW-JHRSEY’S MAJORITY. 


STANDING OF THE LBGISLATURE—THE 
LIGHT PROHIBITION VOTE. 


Late returns from various parts of New-Jer- 
sey increase Abbett’s probable plurality for 
Governor to over 11,000. The Senate will 
stand eleven Republicans to ten Democrats. 
The majority of Gardner (Rep.) for Senator 
over French in Atlantic County is 225. 

The Assembly will stand 38 Democrats to 22 
Republicans. D. M. Kane, the ballot reformer, 
is beaten in Middlesex County by Monahan, 
Democrat. In Burlington County R. 0. Hutch 
inson, Republican, and M. B. Perkins, Demo- 


crat, are elected to the Assembly, instead of 
Davis and Hansell, reported elected. In the 
Ninth and Tenth Districts of Essex E. H. 
Snyder and E. W. Jackson were elected, in- 
stead of Reber and Michel. In Morris County 
J.P. Albright, Democrat, defeated C. Weir, Re- 
publican. 

Essex County gave Abbett a plurality of 
962, and elected a Democratic Surrogate (Du- 
senbury) and Director at Large (Von Gresein) 
by about 1,100 majority. The new Board of 
Freeholders consists of McGuinness, Mullin, De 
Jonge, Scanlan, Cahill, Leary, and Lamb, Dem- 
ocrats, and Peck, Carhuff, and Kinsey. Tho 
board 1s Democratic for the first time in twenty 
years. The Democratic victory in Essex is 
charged to bribery at the polls, which 1s said to 
have gone on openly to a greater extent than 
ever before. 

Morris County gives Abbett a plurality of 
98, while Mercer gives Grubb a plurality of 1. 
Union County, official, gives Abbett 687 plu- 
rality. Connelly, Democratic candidate for the 
Assembly in the First District of Union, was 
peaten by the combined opposition of the liquor 
dealers. 

Passaic County, complete, gives Grubb 1,876 
plurality, the largest plurality the county ever 
gave for a candidate for Governor. Assembly- 
man James Keys, (Dem..) who was very 
active in making the gerrymander last Winter, 
was beaten in the district he had made for him- 
self by John King, (Rep.) 

The Prohibition vote throughout the State 
shows @ great falling off. At the last Guberna- 
torial election the party polled about 20,000 
votes, and less than half that number was 
polled this year. The total Prohibition vote in 
Essex County foots up only 597, Union County 
gave but 226 Prohibition votes, and in Morris 
this vote was mich lighter than expected.

VOORAIS STEPS OUT. 


THE POLICE COMMISSIONER NO LONGER 
IN THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY. 


Police Commissioner John R. Voorhis has re- 
signed from the County Democracy organiza- 
tion of which he has so long been a conspicuons 
leader. Since he made his famous speech in the 
County Democracy’s Convention protesting 
that the organization would go back on its prin- 
ciples if it should nominate Republicans on its 
county ticket, this action on his part has not 
been wholly unlooked for. When the report of 
his resignation was heard about the hotels last 
night it furnished a topic of interesting after- 


election talk. Noone could be found at the 
New Amsterdam Club to affirm or deny it. The 
hall boy said that everybody was out. 

The County Democrats of the Ninth Assem- 
bly District were having a good time down in 
their headquarters, in Abingdon-square, All 
of the leaders of the district were there, and so 
was Commissioner Voorhis. When asked about 
the report of his resignation he said: “ I will 
neither affirm nordeny it. If I said anything 
now, it might be misconstrued.” 

Ex-Senator Thomas C. Dunham’s resignation 
will undoubtedly follow that of Commissioner 
Voorhis. It is known that Mr. Dunham was 
anxious to resign on the day after the County 
Democracy’s Senatorial Convention which nom- 
inated Waterbury, but that Commissioner Voor- 
his checked this and delayed the resignation until 
after the election. The Commissioner wanted 
to stand by the Democrats on the Counties’ 
ticket through tne election, and he did not want 
to resign until the election was over, becausé 
he did not want to be regarded as resigning in 
a pique. Now that the Commissioner’s resig- 
nation is in, and there can be no doubt that it 
is, Mr. Dunham will not be long in following 
suit. Politicians look on the action of Mr, 
Voorhis as being the forerunner of a very large 
movement from the forces of the Counties. I[t 
will be remembered that every delegate to the 
County Democracy Convention from the Ninth 
stood by Voorhis in his protest.

OONNECTIOCUT’S NEWGATE. 

HARTFORD, Nov. 6.—The historic Newgate 
Prison in East Granby, which has been allowed 
to lapse into decay, is to be repaired so that the 
ruins may be preserved for future generations. 
It stands over the old copper mine whose his- 
tory is so ancient that it has been lost track of. 
In the shafts of this mine Tories were impris- 
oned during the Revolutionary war, and were 
held there by iron doors at the mouth of the 
mine. , 


Much of Connecticut’s early history attaches 
to the old mine prison. It was considcred such 
a desirable place to confine prisoners that at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century the 
State erected the stone prison now to be re- 
paired. The whole quadrangle marking the 
prison grounds 1s to be cleared up and the 
place made attractive without altering the 
characteristics of the ruin. 

The place has long been one of the attractions 
of the State for tourists, and an observatory is 
to be mounted on the prison roof to accommo- 
date travelers who go to the prison to taxe one 
of the finest and most extended views of lana- 
scape scenery in Connecticut. 





ROYLE’S CASE BEFORE THE GRANDUJURY. 

PATERSON, N. J., Nov. 6.—The Passaic County 
Grand Jury this afternoon began an investiga- 
tion into the recently-discovered dishonesty of 
Edwin Royle, the Secretary of the Board of Ed- 
cation of Paterson, who decamped last Satur- 
day. Many witnesses were examined regarding 
the matter, among them John K. Cooke, Presi- 
dent of the board, and Henry Ridgway, the City 
Treasurer. There isa strong disposition in the 
Grand Jury to let the matter go over until the 
next term of court, when a new Grand Jury 
will meet, and in the meantime Mr. Royle’s ac- 
counts can be thoroughly examined by experts. 
On the other band, itis charged that this sug- 
gestion comes from Roy le’s friends, who hope to 
thake good his defaications, and trust that by 
next January, when the new Grand Jury meets, 
his offense will have been forgotten.

SUFFOOATED BY ETHER. 


An autopsy was made by Coroner Messemer 
at the Morgue yesterday, in the presence of 
Deputy Coroner Conway and Dr. Theodore 
Dunham, on the body of William Gillam, the 
painter who died at Bellevue Hospital on Mon- 
day while under the influence of ether, which 
had been administered by Dr. Dunham prelim- 
inary to an operation for the removal of an 
abscess of the throat. The Coroner found that 
death was caused by asphyxiation due to the 
administration of ether complicated with cystic 
degeneration of the kidneys. ‘ 

Wr. Dunham differed from the conclusion 
reached by the Coroner and thought that death 
was rather due to heart feilure than asphyxia- 
tion. He said that it had been determined to 
administer ether, after all the usual precau- 
tions had been taken and tests made to ascer- 
tain whether the administration of the ether 
would prove dangerous, No blame could attach 
to him, a8 he followed the recognized and 
authorized course 1n administering the ether. 
Coroner Messemer said after the autopsy that 


he was not prepared to say that any person was 
to blame in the matter. 








THAT BIJOU THEATRE MORTGAGE. 

It was announced on the Real Estate Ex- 
;change yesterday that an advertised sale of the 
Bijou Theatre property had been adjourned sine 
die. At the law office of Eaton & Lewis, in the 
Equitable Building, Mr. Lewis said that the sale, 
' which had been ordered to satisfy a judgment 
for foreclosure of a mortgage held by his client, 
the Peter M. Bryson.estate, was adjourned be- 
cause a full settlement had been made on Fri- 
day by Warren B. Smith, a wealthy resident of 
Yonkers, by a payment of $197,000. The mort- 


gage held by the Bryson estate was a first 
mortgage for $180,000, and the additional 
$17,000 was for accrued interest. The mort- 
gage drew 6 per cent, interest, and Mr. Lewis 
as loth to part with the investment, but re- 
jeen an injunction was obtained debarring 
him from collecting the rents of the puilding, 
and he decided to foreclose. There are several

MEANS ADOPTED BY THE 
JERSEY ClTY RING... 

P CLEAR INDICATIONS OF FRAUD IN THE 

COUNT—THE DEMAND FOR BALLOT 

REFORM WILL BE HEEDED. 


The Jersey City ring's victory in the election 
on Tuesday was not so great as the ringsters 
had boasted thatit would be, but it was com-. 
plete enough to give them great satisfaction. 
The returns were not allin yesterday, and no 
one could tell what the precise figures were. 
But the ring men claimed to have carried the 
whole county ticket by majorities of from 3,500 
to 7,500, and to have elected eight of ten As- 
sembly men and eight of ten Freeholders. 

With all the returns in their hands, no one 
doubted that they would see that their claim 
was sustained. On the other hand, the Repub- 
licans and anti-ring Democrats recognized their 
helplessness in the case, and were making no 
move toward a contest. That may come later, 
but it would naturally be up-hill work. 

At least two anti-ring Democratic candidates 
fully believe they were elected and counted 
out. These are James Roche, fusion candidate 
for Director at Large, and Dennis Gallagher, 
fusion candidate for Assembly in the Seventh 
District.. Other candtdates probably feel that 
they were also counted out, but these two have 


| especially strong reason for the faith they hold. 


Itis understood that word was sent out on 
Tuesday to all election officers to put Brugge- 
man through. He was Mr. Roche’s competitor 


for the office of Director at Large. He appears 
to have been put through to the best of the 
Ting election officers’ ability. He was far boe- 
hind his ticket, but, according to ring figures, 
was elected. It will probably prove a ditticult 
‘task to establish just now it was done. 

The fraud in counting out Gallagheris more 
easily located. In at least two precincts in the 
Seventh District there were such irregularities 
- in the reception or count of the votes as to give 
ground for the belief that fraud was intended 
and perpetrated. The First Precinct of the 
Seventh District is famous. The single Repub- 
lican member of the Election Board was put 
outand a friend of the ring was put in his 
place. Then this solidly ring board surrounded 
itself with rig police to keep watchers at a 
distance and concealed the ballot box. 

About the time the polls closed Judge R. B. 
Seymour of the Republican State Committee 
went to the precinct and insisted on being in 
the room to witness the count. He was or- 
dered out, and, refusing to go, was forcibly 
ejected. But the Judge is not lacking in grit, 
and went straight to Police Headquarters and 
demanded police protection in the exercise of 
his rights as a watcher at the polls. The police 
authorities demurred, but he persisted, and at 
lastan officer was sent with him to the pre- 
cinct. The Election Board was told 
that orders from headquarters were that 
Judge Seymour be allowed to be in 
the room to witness the count. Then 
the board sulked, and declared that if it 
could not put Judge Seymour out it would re- 
fuse to proceed with the count while he staid, 
The count was therefore suspended for about 
twenty minates, but the Judge still remaining, 
it was taken up again and finished in the small 
hours of the morning in the Judge’s presence, 

Plenty of opportunity had been given before 
his admission to manipulate the vote, and it 
was probably done to some extent. But what 
was evidently wanted was to delay the count 
until other precincts were heard from, and 
then to see to it that Gallagher was defeated. 
Those who watched the voting in the precinct 
say Gallagher got three votes for every one for 
Kelly, hts opponent, yet the return Was: Gal- 
lagher, 400; Kelly, 293. 

The other precinct in that district where 
there is strong circumstantial evidence of 
fraud isthe Fourth. Wiliam Davis and John 
Kennelly acted as watchers there, to the great 
dissatisfaction of the Election Board. About 
10 o’clock only 100 votes had been counted, 
wheu the board suspended work, went out, and 
did nothing more for nearly three hours. Davis 
aud Kennelly waited, determined to see the 
end of the count, and the board finally resorted 
to new tactics, The voting had been done in an 
engine house and the count was going on there. 
About 1 o’clock one of the beard procured a 
hammer and struck the bell for a fire alarm. 
he horses rushed from their stalls and 
there was considerable excitement, during 
which the Election Board grabbed the 
ballot box and ran up stairs, while a} 
policeman prevented any one trom following 
them. The board remained up stairs by them- 
Belves until the count was complet How 
they returned itis not publicly known, for the 
returns had not been filed yesterday. The ring 
local papers in printing election tables left that; 
precinct blank. But no one is likely to believe 
that the performance above described was gone 
through with in the interest of honesty. 

ln some of the other precincts in the Seventh 
District, particularly in the Hoboken precincts, 
the election officers are reported to have been 
drupk, and in many other districts in the city 
there were great irregularities and abuses re- 

orted in the count. Whether any of the 

rauds can be corrected is uncertain. If Mr. 

Gallazher’s caseis as good as his friends be- 

lieve it to be his duty would seem to be to con- ; 
test Kelly’s seat in the Assembly at Trenton, and 
either secure it himself or show the necessity 

of reform in Hudson County so plainly that the 
Legislature would not dare to refuse a measure 

of relief. 

What the anti-ring men of Hudson County 
willdo in their present situation could not be 
told yesterday. But a TIMES reporter has heard 
of none of them who proposes future submis- 
sion to the ring rulers. The determination to 
go on with the war in some manner has not 
abated. There will be an election in the Spring 
for Mayor Cievelana’s successor, and it is be- 
lieved that whether renominated or not Cleve- 
land cannot possibly succeed himself. If, 
meantime, the new Legislature keeps the 
pledges of 1ts members and passes a ballot re- 
form law the situation will not be very difficult. 
If the Legislature also preskies for non-parti- 
san election boards, and for a fair method of 
selecting Grand Jurors, the way will be open 
for a bettererain Hudson. Meanwhile, Gov. 
Abbett’s attitude on these questions will be 
regarded with uncommon anxiety, because it 
is likely to indicate the position of the Demo- 
cratic majority. 

The ery for ballot reform is sure to be so loud 
thatit will bring a response. The dishonest 

olitical manipulators, of course, do not want 

t. The ring legislators, of course, do not want 

it. The on. Allan McDermott apparently 
does not want it, at least he has spoken 
against the same bill. But none of these will 
oppose a public demand so emphatic as the de- 
mand for ballot reform will be. They know 
howto yield. Senator-elect McDonala began 
his campaign this year with a plump declara- 
tion against the Australian system, but when he 
saw how public sentiment set in the matte®, he 
turned about and advocated it in letter and 
speech, Others can come up to the work with- 
out eating their words as he did, and they will 
do it. The only real question, therefore, is 
whether the ballot bill that will be introduced 
will previde a real reform. or whether it will be 
brought forward only to keep the word of prom- 
ise to the ear, while breaking it to the under- 
standing.

‘he Fencers’ Club gave a reception in its 
clubrooma, 19 West Twenty-fourth-street, on 
Tuesday night, to enable the members to mest 
their new instructor, M. Armand Jacoby, who 
has recently come from Paris to New-York.

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TRIBUTES TO THE LAMENTED MISS MARY 
A. BRIGHAM OF BROOKLYN, 
A beautiful service in memory of Miss Mary A. 


Brigham was held in the Church of the Pilgrims, | 


Brooklyn, at3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, Prob- 
abiy no resident of Brookiyn was ever more 
highly esteemed than Mary A. Brigham, the 
eminent educator, who lost her life in a railway 
accident near New Haven, Conn., last Summer. 
The assemblage in Dr. Storrs’s church yesterday 
bore testimony to this fact. Every pew was oc- 
cupied and many persons were standing.

Congregational Church, the Rev. Charlies Uuth- 
bert Hall of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Dr. Truman J. Backus of the Packer Institute, 
and Dr, R. 8, Storrs. The Rev. Mr. Lyman 
characterized the gethering as “the payment 
of a debt.” The Rev. Mr. Hall referred to Miss 
righam as a woman and a teacher. Dr. 
ackus dwelt upon her educational endow- 
ments, and paid a beautiful tribute 
to her personal character. Dr. Storrs 
spoke of her connection with the Mount Hol- 
yoke (Mass.) Seminary, and explained this by 
@tating that he had invited Gov. Claflin of Mas- 
sachusetts and William M. Taylor of this city, 
both Trustees of the seminary, to be present, 
but that they had found themselves unable to 
respond except by letter. A beautiful musical 
programme was rendered by the choir. 

Up to last Summer Miss Brigham had been for 
twenty-six years President of the collegiate de- 
partment of Packer Institute, and at the time 
of her death she was President-elect of Mount 
Holyoke Seminary, at South Hadley, Mass.

TO GET THK KVIDEBNOE. 


EX-JUDGE HORACE RUSSELL ARGUES A 
" MOTION FOR SHERIFF FLACK. 
Judge Brady, in the Court of Oyer and Ter 
miner, listened yesterday to arguments for and 
against a motion made by ex-Jnudge Horace 
Russell to quash the Flack indictments on the 
grounds that Mrs. Flack, who was called and 
examined by the Grand Jury, was, under the 
laws of this State, an incompetent witness in a 
criminal proceeding before the Grand Jury, and 


that Mr. Cleveland, a lawyer, was before the 
Grana Jury not as a witness, but as a lawyer. 

Judge Russell asked that the District Attor- 
ney be com pelied to produce the stenographer’s 
minutes of the testimony before the Grand 
Jury. He argued that it was almost a matter 
of vourse for the court to grant the defendants 
permission to withdraw their plea of not guilty 
for the purpose of making this motion, and 
urged that sufficient excuse had been shown for 
not making the motion before. He argued that 
motions to quash indictments may he made on 
common-law grounds and are not confined to 
the grounds specitiea in Section 313 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure. 

On the main question he argued that Mrs. 
Flack was incompetent to testify, or, if compe 
tent, her testimony related to confidential com- 
munications between herself and her husband, 
and therefore the indictment ought to be 
quashed. 

CoL Fellows was present. but Assistant Dis- 
wict Attorney Goff made the principal argument 
against the motion. He characterized it as 
simply a device to get possession of the evi- 
dence against the defendants in advance of the 
trial. He said that ifthe motion were maée in 
good faith it should have been made before the 
defendants pleadea to the indictments. He 
argued that it was the invariable rule of the 
courts to deny applications for the production 
of the minutes of the Grand Jury. 

Judge Brady took the papers and reserved 
his decision. He adjonrned the court to Mon- 
day next. 





AN ANGRY COFFEE BROKER.

change, who has frequently been made the sub- 
ject of practical jokes by his fellow-members, 
created a acene on the floor of the Exchange 
just after the close of business yesterday after- 
noon.
